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New rules 
approved 

for stations 


Selectmen Monday night approved a set of 
rules and regulations for the operation of gas 
stations after a public hearing attended by 25 
owners, operators, townspeople, chiefs of the 
police and fire departments, and the zoning 
administrator. 

Chairman John Sullivan, after briefly 
reading aloud the proposed regulations, 
questioned each of the owners and operators 
present to see if the rules would pose any 
hardship to his business. 

The rules define “gas station” or “filling 
station" as places for the sale and distribution 
of car parts, minor repairs, and the sale of 
such incidental items as food from vending 
machines, use of rest rooms, distribution of 
road maps and the like. These are allowed, 
not required as part of the definition. 

The regulations specifically disallow 
major mechanical or body work, and the 
storage of wrecked or unregistered cars 
except in enclosed buildings. They alsc do not 
allow the gas station to function primarily as 
a repair or body shop or as a parking lot. 
Junk, debris, tires and other such item are not 
to be stored on the premises. 

Hours of operation are set to be not before 
6 a.m. or after 10 p.m. unless an owner makes 
a specific request in writing to the selectmen. 

Gas stations represented at the public 
hearing were Keenan’s, Theater Mobil, 
Reardon’s, Turner’s Sunoco, Old Colony, 
Exxon (765 Main st.), Frankie’s BP, Citgo, 
Keenan’s, Mobil, and Johnson Texaco. 

Several neighbors of Frankie’s BP station 
at 972 Main st. were present to complain -of 
noise and traffic problems at night, as well as 
lights from the station shining in their win¬ 
dows. 

According to Mrs. Janet Landry, who lives 
across Main street from the station, police 
have had to be called several times because of 
the noise and lights in the area. She also said 
that unregistered cars are frquently stored on 
the premises. 

The BP station is currently open from 8 
until midnight and is closed on Sunday. In 
addition to servicing Winchester, Frankie’s 
provides 24-hour towing for AAA and the 
MDC.

Superintendent of Schools William Mac¬ 
donald recommended to the school committee 
Monday night that Wyman School be 
redistricted into the Lynch Junior High area 
in order to begin balancing enrollents bet- 


1000 volunteers swarm over 
Fells for spring cleanup 


About 1000 volunteers worked all day 
Saturday in the Middlesex Fells “Spring 
Clean-Up." 

William F. Chisholm of the MDC called the 
clean-up “a great success" and said plans 
were being made for a similar effort this fall. 

Heavy equipment including front-end 
loaders and dump trucks from the MDC and 
the 101st Engineering Bn., 26th Div. removed 
heavy debris from some of the dumpsites in 
the Fells along Jerry Jingle road on the 
Malden-Melrose line, Pickerel path by Spot 
Pond in Medford and at the Nike site of S. 
Border road in Winchester. 

Large groups of volunteers picked up litter 
at Bellevue Pond and S. Border road in 
Medford and Winchester along Rte. 28 and in 
the Wright’s Pond area in Medford, at the 
Sheepsfold, Bear Hill and Spot Pond in 
Stoneham, on E. Border road, in Medford and 
Malden, and along the Fellsway East in 
Melrose. 

Smaller parties and individual volunteers 
worked along most roads bordering the 


reservation and left piles of rubbish to be 
picked up by dump trucks. 

According to MDC officials, some of the 
debris collected was disposed of at Refuse 
Energy Systems Co. (M. DeMatteo Co.), 
Saugus who provided the use of their facility 
without charge. M.J. Connolly and Sons of 
Melrose also provided a dumpster. 

During the clean-up, a cache of weapons 
consisting of a shotgun, three handguns, two 
knives and a supply of ammunition was 
discovered near Half Mile road in Medford 
and turned over to MDC police. Some steel 
leghold traps were also found in the woods 
The Friends of the Middlesex Fells, a 
group with over 2000 members, contends that 
condiiions in the reservation have 
deteriorated in part because of the actions of 
the MDC itself and the commission’s inaction 
and the neglect of the area.

Groux said he would be available 
in the selectmen’s room from 7:30lo 
9:30 on May 18, 19, and 20. He had 
offered to meet with any town 
meeting members on a district basis

and, indeed, had sent letters to that 
effect to district presidents. The lack 
of response and the scheduling 
problems led Groux to make himself 
available for small workshops on the 
budget articles. 

He hopes that the evening hours 
will be an incentive to town meeting 
members who are not able to meet 
during the day. Groux added that he 
is also available during the day for 
specific problems. 

Groux made the announcement

Selectmen will not favor 
removal of parking meters 


ween Lynch and McCall Junior High Schools. 
MacDonald said the shift should coincide with 
the implementation of an open enrollment 
policy. 

The school board had asked the superin¬ 
tendent to come up with a redistricting plan to 
respond to an imbalance in the junior highs. 
The imbalance has had an adverse effect on 
staffing and programs at the two schools. 
(There are 578 students at Lynch, 744 at 
McCall.) 

Redistricting and open enrollment had 
been recommended by both MacDonald and 
the enrollment study committee in recent 
reports. 

Tying the two policies together, Mac¬ 
donald argued for a gradual approach to the 
problem and said he would not recommend 
shifting Wyman to the Lynch district if open 
enrollment were not implemented. 

Noting a distaste for “manipulating 
numbers." the superintendent said the 
Wyman shift was “more balanced than any 
other approach," and that “it does give us a 
reasonably good balance of numbers for the 
next five years." 

Mowever he cautioned that by 1980 the 
junior high enrollment could drop to around 
10(H). He said that number is too low to allow 
for any “ideal balance" between the two 
schools. The problem with having too few 
students is that the proportionate cutback in 
teachers results in a cutback in certain 
classes and programs. 

Tke choice to redistrict an entire school 
rather than split up two or more was more 
consistent with the neighborhood school 
concept, according to MacDonald. 

The school committee apparently agreed 
with the superintendent when it took a sense 
of the meeting and voted 3-2 in favor of 
keeping elementary school populations 
together in any redistricting plan. 


Rank 43rd in stale 


Selectmen voted unfavorable action on 
town meeting warrant articles dealing with 
removal of parking meters from town, and 
increasing the size of the school committee 
from five to seven. They voted favorably on 
articles which would give the board of health 
jurisdiction over the inspector of animals and 
would give town meeting the right to establish 
water rates. 

The board postponed voting action on 
zoning articles pending opinions from the 
planning board. It supported in principle the 
article giving a parcel of land for the 
proposed senior center. Also the proposed I&l 
study (inflow and infilitration) received 
approval in principle pending further 
discussion with the water and sewer board. 

In discussion about the article which would 
increase the size of the school committee, 
selectmen felt that such a petition was 
premature and should ultimately come from 
the board involved rather than from u 
citizen’s petition. A majority of the Bchool 
department is in favor of waiting a year to see 
how the first year of the charter will work. 
The new charter mandates a five-member 
school committee.

All of the foregoing is the official position 
the selectmen will take when the articles they 
discussed come before the town meeting.

Budget slash 
response being 
readied by board 

In recent meetings the school committee 
has taken positions on two town meeting 
issues and voted on several items for the 
upcoming school year. 

The school department is preparing a 
response to the five per cent budget cut 
mandate of last year’s town meeting. Tflough 
they have approved in rough form a schedule 
of where, if forced to, they would make the 
cuts, the committee is unanimously opposed 
to any further reduction of their budget as 
presented to the town manager. 

By a 3-1 vote, the school board decided to 
recommend unfavorable action on article 18, 
which would increase the number of school 
committee members from five to seven. 

Although the committee is split on how 
many should be on the board, the prevailing 
opinion was expressed by Chairlady Mary 
Pronski, who said, “We ought not to be too 
hasty to change what the community voted 
into the charter just last year." 

The high s bool has a new assistant 
principal: Evr ler French, who has been 
acting assistar principal for the past year. 
The board v( i him into the permanent 
position on he recommendation of 
Superintendent William MacDonald, who said 
French had done an “outstanding job" at the 
high school. 

The school board has also approved the 
schedule of vacations, holidays, and exams 
for the 1976-77 school year. The number of 
release days has been reduced by seven, 
bringing the total to 26. The seven days come 
out of the eight alotted for principals, which, 
unlike teacher release days, are not con¬ 
tractual.

Pupil expenditures in the Winchester 
school system for the 1973-74 school year 
averaged out to $1357.42 per child, ranking 
Winchester 43rd out of 351 cities and towns in 
Massachusetts. However the town ranks 198th 
in terms of funds applied per $1000 valuation, 
having spent $40.31 

The figures, which are the most recent 
available, were released in the state 
department of education's “Per Pupil 
Expenditures and Financial Profile" report. 
The statewide average per pupil cost came to 
$1152.10 Per $1000 valuation, the state spent 
an average of $19.91 per pupil. 

The state report breaks down educational 
expenditures for different grade levels and 
ranks Massachusetts towns and school 
districts according to several criteria. The 
report also includes per pupil breakdowns of 
educational revenues The figures cited here 
are for the combined cost of regular day. 
special education, and occupational 
programs 

Expenditures by the Winchester School 
Committee for each child during the 1973-74 


school year averaged out to: $1194.58 for the 
elementary level; $1433.07 at the junior high 
level; and $1616.86 for the senior high level. 
The average of $1357.42 places Winchester 
above the 90th percentile (1299). 

Educational revenues per pupil from all 
sources were $1834.77, again placing Win¬ 
chester above the 90th percentile (1582) and 
ranking the town 15th out of 351. 

The bulk of the revenues came from the 
town itself, while Winchester ranked very low 
in the amount of funds received from the state 
and federal governments. 

Local revenues totaled $1483.78. ranking 
Winchester 17th, above the 90th percentile 
(1582). State revenues were $264.95 per pupil, 
ranking the town 261st, just above the 20th 
percentile (260). Federal funds came to $17.00 
per pupil, placing the town below the 20th 
percentile (19) with a rank of 230th. 

Statewide averages for educational 
revenues per pupil were: total. $1409.46; 
local, $922.19; state, $387.45; federal, $61.65. 

The report compares statistics according 
to total population and valuation. Based on 


the 1970 U.S. Census, Winchester spent $451.26 
per capita for the 1973-74 year, ranking it 43rd 
and placing it under the 90th percentile (466). 
The statewide per capita expenditure totalled 
$298.43 

The $46.31 spent per $1000 valuation puts 
Winchester just below the 40th percentile 
(46). The town ranks 76th (between the 80-90th 
percentiles) in valuation per school-attending 
child at $36,035. 

The report indicates substantial increases 
in per capita expenditures and revenues for 
education over the five year period from the 
1969-70 school year to the 1973-74 school year. 
For towns with populations of 5000 and over, 
the average increase in local revenue was 75 
per cent; in state revenue, 56 per cent; and in 
federal revenue, 69 per cent. 

Per capita expenditures in the same 
period rose by an average of 64 per cent for 
towns of 5000 or more population.

League of Women Voters in¬ 
formational meeting on the town 
meeting warrant. The meeting was 
sparsely attended. Of the perhaps 30 
residents at the library meeting 
room, nearly half were selectmen, 
board chairmen, or well-known town 
meeting members. Town meeting 
members were otherwise con¬ 
spicuous by their absence. 

In the spirit of the League, the 
meeting was to inform the public on 
the warrant articles, not to discuss 
their merits. 

The Star last week printed a story 
about the warrant and provided all 
the information about the articles 
that was available up to press time, 
However, prior to that, and since, 
there have been no informational 
meetings for town meeting mem¬ 
bers. 

The article which generated most 
discussion was article 23, the so- 
called I&I study. 

Groux explained that the MDC 
sewer system, into which Win¬ 
chester’s lines feed, must be studied 
for inflow and infiltration before the 
EPA will release federal funds for 
the treatment of its sewerage. 

Towns and cities which have 
collection systems feeding into the 
MDC lines may receive 75 percent 
reimbursement from the state 
Water Resources Commission. 
Winchester Is on the state’s priority 
list to receive this portion of the cost, 
which is now estimated to be up to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The article is on the warrant 
because the town may be forced to 
do a study anyway by the EPA and 
at that time the funds may not be 
available. If Winchester does not use 
the money allocated for the I&I 
study, another town or city which 
applied will receive it. 

The study of benefit to Win¬ 
chester now, Groux said, because 
the sewer system has not been

Maria Maravigna loves mushrooms. She 
hunts, identifies, paints, sculpts, cooks and 
eats them. 

The versatile white-haired mycologist, or 
mushroom fancier, is affectionately known as 
the “mushroom lady” of Winchester. This 
week, through Saturday, she is exhibiting a 
selection of her extraordinary ceramic 
mushroom sculptures at the Burlington Mall. 

Miss Maravigna has developed her own 
methods and techniques including a secret 
blend of clay to fashion and color her 
botanically accurate mushroom models. 

She has sculpted the details from over 2000 
mushrooms. The tiny murhroom models 
decorate a variety of place cards, napkin 
rings, ash trays and plaques. They represent 
hundreds of species from deadly poisonous 
varieties to the common supermarket brand. 
Selections of her work have been exhibited in 
more than 175 exhibits in banks, art and 
science museums and libraries. 

Maria is an honorary life member of the 
Boston Mycological Club and has en¬ 
thusiastically led numerous mushroom walks 
for many years. 

"New England has a good proportion of 
more than 2000 edible species of 
mushrooms,” she said. “It is best to go 
foraging in the early morning from April 
through November, especially after a spell of 
rain or dampness and a favorable degree of 
heat.” 

Commenting on the very real dangers of 
; poisonous varieites, She said “Pick only the 
. edible species you know. I have been eating 
! wild mushrooms picked and cooked by family 
■ members all my life. What I know about 
mushrooms I have learned by picking them 
with those who know mushrooms, through 
books and field trips and study with the 
Boston Mycological Club.” 

The mushroom expert recommends 
; washing mushrooms quickly with cold water 
soon after picking, patting dry with paper 
towles and storing in the refrigerator in 
plastic bags. If not used immediately freeze, 
pickle, dry or can. 

One of Miss Marvigna’s favorite 
; mushroom delicacies is “hen of the woods.” 

Wild mushroom cooks praise the texture and 
; flavor which resembles white chicken meat, 
j The mushroom, whose technical name is 
polyporus frondosus, grows large and fan- 
; like. She fries it in olive oil or bakes it with 
breat crumbs, butter, seasonings and par¬ 
sley. 

Although Maria used the wild mushroom 
xditocybe muliceps for her stuffed mushrooms 
;, the cook who ventures no further than the 
i supermarket can use the common market 
{variety, agaricus campestris. 


Stuffed Mushrooms 

18 large mushroom caps 

cup mushrooms chopped fine 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
'2 cup bread or muffin crumbs 
'h teaspooh black pepper 
4 teaspoon salt 
*4 cup grated romano cheese 
'•j cup olive oil 
Minced parsley 

1 teaspoon basil, fresh or dried 
1 or 2 talbespoons tomato sauce 

Mix all the ingredients except mushroom 
caps. Fill caps with mixture. Brush a little 
olive oil over each filled cap. Bake for 20 
minutes at 350 degrees. Remove from oven 
and place under broiler for a few minutes 
longer. Serve hot.

general’s office to investigate thsse cases. 
The Conservation Law Foundation of New 
England wrote an opinion calling dumping at 
these sites “evident violations of state laws.” 

A spokesman for the Friends called 
Saturday’s clean-up “a first step in the right 
direction" but added that unless dumping 
ceases and the sites are restored and 
reforested, and unless access roads are 
blocked and the Fells adequately patrolled to 
prevent further dumping, littering and other 
misuse of the area, then clean-up will only 
result in temporary improvement, a cosmetic 
rather than a real change in conditions. 

Almost all access roads remain open and 
dumping by contractors and others is com¬ 
mon. Many dumpsites remain including Whip 
Hill road, Middle road, Bear Hill road and 
sites on E. Border and S. Border roads. 

Fires recently caused destruction to many 
areas, the largest burned over 50 acres off S. 
Border road. 

There have also been reports of trapping 
and shooting, abandoned cars set afire, cars, 
trucks and motorcycles in the woods, barriers 
torn down and numberless other abuses in the 
“Five Mile Wood” set aside by the state in 
1894 as "a great public forest for recreational 
and educational purposes and for the 
preservation of a water supply." 

Dr. Evelyn Murphy, secretary of 
Environmental Affairs, has pledged to make 
the Fells “a model reservation” and specific 
plans were supposed to have been completed 
this spring. The Friends of the Middlesex 
Fells have asked to be represented as a 
citizens’ advisory council regarding any 
future plan for the area. 

In addition to the MDC. WBZAND THE 
Natiional Guard, many local groups par¬ 
ticipated in the “Spring Clean-Up” including 
the Friends of the Fells, Kiwanis, Jaycees, 
Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, DeMolay, CYO and 
numerous other groups, hundreds of local 
residents and students from schools and 
colleges and volunteers from as far away as 
Worcester and Brockton. 

Brighams provided free drinks to the 
volunteers and Mobil Oil Co. donated 15,000 
trash bags to the MDC for clean-up cam 
paigns in the Fells. Blue Hills and for the 
Charles River clean-up May 8. 

The MDC is considering a similar program 
for the Mystic River tentatively scheduled for 
early summer along with the seond Fells 
clean-up this fall.

firmed Mrs. Landry’s complaints, but added 
that there has been a "considerable” im¬ 
provement on the lot. “There has been a gas 
station on that site for well over half a cen¬ 
tury,” he said. "The regulations would 


provide a further tool of enforcement for the 
police.” 

There was also a question concerning 
Frankie's BP as the address given for the 
place of business by Winchester Green Taxi 
and Town Taxi, both of whom sought renewal 
of hackney licenses Monday night. 

Selectmen voted to postpone granting the 
renewals until zoning matters could be 
cleared up with zoning administrator Norman 
Sherman. There was a question of whether 
the taxis would violate the requirement that 
“the principal and sole business of the gas 
station” be that as specified in the definition 
of filling station. 

Frank Bacigalupo, owner of Frankie’s BP. 
acknowledged that there were 4 two taxi 
companies using 972 Main st. as their 
businesss address. He denied that 
unregistered cars were stored on his lot. 
which has a capacity of 25-30 cars. 

He said, “There are certainly times when „ 
an unregistered car may be brought in for 
emergency repairs, but we do not store such 
vehicles on the lot. They are never there for 
more than a day.” 

None of the other owner-operators had any 
problem with the regulations except Mobil at 
562 Washington st.’ who was considering a 
change of hours in operation to 6 until mid¬ 
night. When assured that selectmen would 
consider individual gas station requests in¬ 
dividually, the matter was dropped. 

Also questioning the rules was Old Colony 
on Main street, a self-service operation which 
might be hindered by the requirement that 
two attendants be on the premises at all 
times. 

Fire chief Robert McElhinney explained 
that fire emergency regulations from the 
state fire marshal’s office require two at¬ 
tendants when there is fuel storage equip¬ 
ment in use. 

Before selectmen voted on the regulations, 

LI. McHugh explained that the police 
department indicated hours of operation of 
gas stations would prove least annoying to 
neighbors if they were contained within the 6 
to 10 limits. 

“Five of Winchester’s gas stations have 
abutting neighbors and another six have 
neighbors within 50 yards of the station. In 
fairness to the neighbors and to the gas 
station owners we feel those are the best 
hours of operation,” he said. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall pointed out 
that in case history, 7 a.m. is considered an 
early hour to open a place of business. 
McHugh responded that in a bedroom town 
like Winchester 6 a.m. made more sense. 

The board voted unanimously to approve 
the regulations, leaving room for individual 
petition to the selectmen in cases where 
owners feel they have reason to be exempt 
from specific clauses. The regulations, 
compiled as a result of zoning by-laws, will 
take effect 30 days after the selectmen voted.

Let’s fill the need 

We asked editorially last week that the community consider some 
suggestions of writer Charles D. Friou for the senior citizens to use 
available facilities in Winchester as an alternative to building a senior 
center. We suggested that the town should discuss the issue, while at the 
same time remaining convinced that a center for seniors is the best answer 
we have yet encountered to what in our own midst, would otherwise become 
a transient segment of our society. We still hold this conviction. 

In answer to our editorial, there has been a response, but thus far it has 
come from a source we expected would respond: Spokesmen for the seniors. 
At this writing, there has been no overwhelming response from the com¬ 
munity at large. 

While we intended to be and indeed thought we were supportive of the 
position of the seniors one spokesman told us that we had hurt their cause 
(a senior center) by our editorial calling the community’s attention to the 
desirability of studying the premises put forth in Mr. Friou's letter. 

The principal spokesmen for the center are a minister, Rev. Jack 
Zoerheide of the Unitarian Church, and a dentist, Dr. Richard D. Norberg, 
both of whom are active members of the Town Council on Aging and leaders 
in the fund drive for the seniors center as members of the steering com¬ 
mittee. 

They are firmly convinced, as one might expect, that there is no 
satisfactory alternative to a seniors’ center of and by itself, an entity: one, 
single, distinct, separate and apart from any other, as a place for Win¬ 
chester’s elderly citizens to gather together in their common interests and 
companionship. 

Based on the evidence they have provided The Star, we are more con¬ 
vinced than ever, that a building for seniors is much needed and desired. It 
should be built. 

Rev. Mr. Zoerheide preferred that the writer of the letter, Mr. Friou, 
also a minister (without parish), “would have consulted us, talked with us, 
found out, in fact, what we are doing, why, and our convictions about our 
needs.” 

Here are some of the important points they bring up in support of their 
argument: 

- Winchester has had a senior center for three years, located in the 
Lincoln School building. This being "borrowed” space, they had to seek 
elsewhere when the school needed the area. So they have also used the 
facilities of St. Mary’s Church, Christopher Columbus Club, Congregational 
Church, Methodist Church, Winchester Public Library, Town Hall. Win¬ 
chester Hospital Continuing Care Unit, K of C Hall, St. Eulalia’s Church, 
and the Unitarian Church. That’s an imposing list. 

- There is no group in town more acutely aware of the tax burden than 
the elderly. They are not a threat as a tax liability: They are raising the 
funds for their own building, merely asking the town to donate the land and 
later, to provide the funds to operate the center. The town is already paying 
for other agencies, i.e., the Council on Aging, office, supplies, employees, 
etc. Money is now and will continue to come from the Winchester Seniors 
Association from donations and fund raising events. They have already 
received for the first year a one-timef'grant to equip the office and launch 
programs from the Massachusetts Department of Elder Affairs. Much of 
the work for them, in fact almost all of it, is done free of charge by volun¬ 
teers. 

-Church kitchens should not have to be used by them, for churches can’t 
subsidize a town function: costs there are something else, too, with per- 
month estimates for one church as high as $750. 

Diverse facilities are more difficult to find and use because of parking 
and transporationi problems in this small town, and they do nothing to 
promote a feeling of belonging. „ 

-There is unmistakably the assumption in the letter (Friou’s) that large 
city thinking in regard to programming for elderly can be easily applied to a 
small town. The tone of the letter suggests that the writer deals with uni¬ 
programming as you would if your perspective was Boston or Cleveland. 

The seniors have undertaken computerized, comprehensive surveys of 
elderly needs, and have worked on programming developed to a 
remarkable extent (3000 phone calls a year) over three years. They have 
been planning the center for more than a year, and for a longer time have 
visited other senior centers in and out of state and their conclusion remains 
the same. 

We have not been able to provide here because of space limitations all of 
the evidence in favor of the seniors’ position. But the town will have ample 
opportunity to ask them all the questions they can think of when the matter 
comes before them at town meeting. 

We hope the town will vote in favor of the request of the senior citizens, 
and donate the land necessary for the building site. And we hope too, that 
everyone who can, will support their program with donations to their fund 

Senior citizens have eai ned a rest. They ought not he a transient segment 
of our society, floating from place to place, with none to call their own.

Senior replies 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I read with great interest the long letter in 
this weeks’ Star c4-29-70) which seems to have 
been inspired by, and to take issue with, my 
letter of tile previous week 

I would not normally have bothered to 
answer, but the letter in question mentions 
me by name and disparages a cause to which 
I have become deeply committed; namely, 
the need for a new Winchester Senior 
Citizens’ Center. I have advocated this cause 
as an individual citizen frequently in the past 
few months, and I defend it now as an in¬ 
dividual citizen, not in any official capacity as 
a member ol the Council on Aging, or even as 
a member of the Senior Citizens as a group. I 
do not speak for them; they, as a group, c-an 
and will, speak for themselves. 

To return to the letter, I gather that the 
writer thereof is much concerned with the 
problems of the elderly. I gather, fur¬ 
thermore, that lie does not see eye to eye with 
me as to the need for a new center where 
efforts to solve some of those problems can in* 
undertaken and coordinated. 

It so happens that a considerable number 
of highly intelligent, conscientious and 
dedicated citizens of this town have worked 
long and arduously several years, in fact 
trying to determine how ixvst to cope with 
these same problems of the elderly. My 
contributions to these efforts have l>oen 
minimal, hut I am proud to have been a 
member of their deliberations, nevertheless.

He feels that we are thoughtlessly 
squandering the people's money on a foolish 
undertaking, lie sees no need for a new 
center. 

To quote from his letter. “The risk of the 
comprehensive center idea is it becomes 
another place for the old folks to go when the 
young folks don’t need them.’’ He seems to 
think it would be better if the old folks had no 
place to go when the young folks don’t need 
them! 

In conclusion let me say that I hope the 
writer will continue his interest in the welfare 
of our Winchester elderly. I am sure that, it 
lie does, he will come around to our way of 
thinking; and when he does, we will welcome 
his contribution to our Winchester Senior 
Citizens' Building fund drive. We need all the

Health education for seniors

One of the dominant themes emphasized 
by the Keep Well Clinic of the Council on 
Aging concerns increased opportunities for 
health education when the Multi-Purpose 
Senior Center becomes a reality. 

An impressive and distinguishing feature 
of our times in is the fact that we are living in 
a learning society and there is no evidence 
that age per se is a barrier to learning. Thus, 
through the three sponsors, the Council on 
Aging, the Tri-Community Health Services, 
Jnc . and the Winchester Board of Health, 
over 175 seniors have availed themselves of 
the opportunity to be checked regularly for 
blood pressure, pulse rate, and weight con¬ 
trol. The program is now one year old. 



Miss Hilda Hope 

Miss Hilda Hope, the coordinator, and 
those who serve regularly in the Keep Well 
Clinic have done much to perpetuate the idea 
that health education is essentially an af¬ 
firmative enterprise. Mrs. Hugh McCarthy. 
Mrs. Charles Rooney, and Miss Gloria 
Pearson, also, did much to establish a pilot 
program for the screening clinic. They 
deserve much acclaim lor the success of the 
venture The Winchester Hospital Medical 
Staff gave their approval and the service has 
been the first major step in the health 
education program sponsored by three im¬ 
portant agencies. 

Mrs. Betty Doherty, a member of the staff 
of the Tri-Community Services, formerly the 
Winchester Visiting Nurse Association.’ has 
served ably since the opening of the clinic on 
April to. 1975. She has counselled in weight 
control in addition to taking blood pressure 
and pulse rate. These services have increased 
awareness of the need for good health 
practices at any age. 

Credit must he given to all of the K.N.s 
who have given lavishly of their expertise and 
marginal time. The following are commended 
for their volunteer services in helping to 
advance the purposes of the clinic: Mrs. Hugh 
McCarthy, Mrs. John Bird, Mrs. Muriel 
Roberts, Mrs John J. McGuigan. Mrs 
Gustav Kaufmann. Mrs William Hoyt, Miss 
Mary Collins, Mrs. Cindy Nichols, Mrs. 
James E. Kent, and Mrs Charles E. Zer- 
wekh, Jr. 

Clerical volunteers, also, have been in¬ 
valuable in the smooth operation of theclinic.

Recently, two 4 year degree nursing 
students in their senior year at Boston College 
and both resists of Winchester, offered a 3 
part Health Education series to senior 
citizens Miss Elizabeth O’Brien and Miss 
Millie Cogliano used movies, slides, lecture, 
and discussion in dealing with hypertension, 
normal body changes in the aging process, 
and facts and fads in food and nutrition. The 
manner in which these young women 
presented the topics was both refreshing and 
stimulating for those participating in the 
three sessions. The feedback was all com¬ 
pletely positive. Participants appreciated the 


opportunity to ask questions of personal 
concern. Among the plans for health 
education at the new Senior Center are an 
extension of field projects of this nature. 

If education is to play an important role in 
the protection and maintenance of health, 
other areas such as nutrition must be given 
attention. Far too many older Americans 
have not been eating nutritionally in adequate 
diets for many reasons. The first White 
House Conference on Older Americans in 1961 
devoted only one recommendation of five 
words to nutrition: “nutrition programs 
should be established.’’ Recognition of the 
importance of proper diet has increased' 
tremendously in the intervening 15 years. 

All nutritional programs must be sup¬ 
plemented by appropriate educational 
measures. The search for more efficient 
means of providing for good nutrition, health, 
and happiness of older people will be a con¬ 
tinuous process inthe health education that 
will Ik* provided at the Senior Center under 
the guidance of well-qualified volunteers. 

A third important facet of the total health 
program concerns transportation. The 
Council on Aging Office receives currently 
about 15 requests per month for tran- - 
sportation to doctors' offices, hospital out¬ 
patient treatment, and other types of personal 
appointments. At present, it is necessary to 
keep within a 3-mile radius of Winchester 
Center. All arrangements must be made 
through the Office of the Council on Aging 
(729-2111) with a minimum of 24 hours notice. 
Well-deserved credit is given to the volunteer 
drivers on call: Alice Baker, Janet Barnes, 
Jean Barry, Stetson Baylies, Alice Brown, 
Judy Bush. Mrs. Harry Chefalo, Mr. and Mrs. 
Wayne Davis, George Deroo, Henry Fernald, 
Joseph Foley. Carman Gibbs. Alice Gove, 
Ralph Hatch. Ruth Hayden, Mary Lagatta, 
Mary Lingone. Francis Mardulier, Leonard 
O'Callaghan, Jean Palmer, Eugene Rotondi, 
John Ryan and Eleanor Walker. 

Transportation for the aging is a serious 
issue. The elderly, like everyone in society, 
have to depend upon the ability lo travel for 
acquiring the basic necessities of food, 
clothing, and shelter as well as medical care. 
With the passage of time, much of our older 
population reaches a point where, for either 
economic reasons, physical reasons, or lack 
of public transportation facilities, the private 
means of transportation which they have 
relied are no longer feasible. Studies reveal 
that transportation is the third greatest need 
of the elderly, surpassed only by income and 
health. 

We need more drivers if we are to enable 
all of our elderly to participate as fully as 
possible in spiritual, cultural, recreational, 
and other social activities. To the extent the 
aged are denied transportation services, they 
are denied full participation in meaningful 
community life. If you can add this tran¬ 
sportation service to your busy life, the 
Council on Aging will be very grateful for 
your assistance. This is an important phase of 
the health program. 

The Physical Fitness Class at the CCU will 
begin its six session on May 18th. Call the 
Senior Service Line to make reservations. A 
signed permission slip from your doctor is 
requisite for participation. Designed 
specifically for older adults with a moderate 
exercise program, this activity is another 
means of maintaining o good health and 
general vigor. Appreciation for this valuable 
service is extended to Reese James, 
Administrator of Winchester Hospital and to 
Mrs Barbara Reed. Director of Physical 
Therapy Brenda Roy and Robin Reddy 
conducted classes, also, making the ex¬ 
periences enjoyable for the seniors. 

The future of health education through 
expanded services include simple screening 
for diabetes detection and health education 
workshops When the cancer screening and 
glaucoma screening is done, the personnel in 
the Keep Well Clinic will volunteer their 
assistance. They will continue to give ser¬ 
vices to the Board of Health during the ad¬ 
ministration of vaccines. There are many 
plans on the drawing txfard for helping the 
older citizens of Winchester to be cognizant of 
the need to keep in contact w ith their personal 
physicians with regularity. Good health is 
more valuable than gold. 
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receives virtually no visitors and is 
discouraged from leaving her apartment 
even to take part in family gatherings. Oh 
yes, she did receive four cards for Easter 
Is this the way one shows gratitude for 
someone that has given much of her life for 
others?

Plight of needy 

EDITOR OF TIIE STAK: 

These past months, many people in both 
the public and private sector have expressed 
dismay at the plight of the 25.000 needy 
persons who have no medical assistance 
whatsoever, and over 130,000 elderly, blind 
and disabled who no longer receive many 
medical services, including dental care, 
eyeglasses or hearing aids. 

At the same time, however, some of these 
persons have given an apology as to why the 
restoration of the medical cuts can not take 
place. 

I believe that the present situation is far 
too critical for this sort of two-faced ap¬ 
proach 

It must be understood that people will die 
from lack of basic medical care. It must also 
be understood that eventually, the results of 
the cuts will be so catastrophic that the 
programs will have to be reinstated. I am 
saddened that the Governor continues to 
ignore me when I bring up the subject. 
Instead, it is both revolting and pitiful to read 
in a Globe story that the Governor’s chief 
advisor labels legislators who are working to 
restore medical care to the elderly as 
“irresponsible”. The Governor should realize 
now. while there is still time, that a well 
planned restoration calmly worked out with 
the legislature will be much more beneficial 
than a chaotic restoration in the middle of the 
fiscal year. 

Senator James Kelly, chairman of the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee, has 
testified before my Human Services Com¬ 


mittee that we have the financial resources 
now to restore the medical cuts I am ready to 
meet with the Governor, day or night, 
together with representatives of the medical 
profession who have promised me their ex¬ 
pertise. to work out solutions. 

I have pledged my total effort in the 
coming months to the restoration of the 
medical assistance cuts 1 am also not 
unrealistic about the political reality of the 
situation I cannot possibly make a major 
impact on the executive and legislative 
branches of government by myself. My co- 
chairman of human services, David 
Mofenson. Representative Barney Frank and 
some other concerned legislators have done 
yeoman duty to try to capture the conscience 
of the administration. 

However, we need your help. I call upon 
the people of Massachusetts to cry out to their 
political leaders that medical assistance is a 
right of all Americans. 

On behalf of the 25,000 persons who are 
w ithout medical assistance. I ask the support 
of each and every citizen of the Com¬ 
monwealth.

Spies in Congress

These key positions give Dellums— and all 
who have his car a large measure of control 
over how much is spent on the military, what 
arms will or will not be produced, and a 
strong voice in all weapons programs. 

It gives Dellums, and his associates, ac¬ 
cess to the most sensitive security in¬ 
formation and the biggest military secrets. In 
his dual roles. Dellums has a pipeline into the 
heart of the nation’s security. 

Ihs access to military and other secrets 
has stirred fears in the Capitol about 
1 lellum’s associates. 

He is a sponsor of a group known as the 
National Conference for a Drastic Cutback 
in Military Spending"; at the same time he 
helps decide U S. military spending issues.

these it may be helpful to summarize them for 
your readers. 

1. Chapter 59 Par 5:41a provides a small 
exemption for persons over 70 with an income 


of less than $6,000 ($7,000 if married! and an 
estate of not more than* $40,000 ($45,000 if 
married) Some provision is made to 
disregard certain Social Security payments, 
et in adding up the income. The exemption in 
a small amount but on a limited budget every 
penny counts. 

2 Chapter 59 Par 5:41a provides for a tax 
deferral for persons over 65 with gross 
receipts from all sources not in excess of 
$20,000. Under this law the town picks up the 
tax at the time of a sale <or from the heirs) 
with interet at the rate of eight per cent per 
annum or they are recovered from the estate. 

While both laws help some, it is my opinion 
that both need revision. The provisions for 
persons over 70 with extremely limited 
resources should be extended to persons at 
age ot retirement and both the income limits 
and estate value should be increased to do 
what this law was written to do when it was 
first passed. Inflation has reduced its value 
almost beyond recognition. 

Under the deferral program I would like to 
see the interest provision dropped as a 
starter This tends to defeat one of the prime 
objectives of all of us who are concerned 
about the life style of older persons that they 
are encouraged to maintain their in¬ 
dependence as long as possible. The law does 
have some merit even so. I am not familiar 
with all provisions of these laws but I would 
hope, with you, that Council on Aging and 
others would study them to see how the 
situation can be improved The best people in 
town to talk to about how these laws actually 
work would be the assessors. 

Last week in your editorial you properly 
identified me as a minister It should be noted 
I do not presently serve a parish. For some 
time I have been engaged in program 
development, management and ad¬ 
ministration related to community 
development and community services. 

For a number of years I served an ex¬ 
perimental parish which developed a number 
of program models related especially to 
children, youth and Senior citizens. Since 1970 
I have been associated with what is now the 
Federal Community Services 
Administraration. One of my concerns in that 
office is with programs for the elderly poor. I 
thought this might help some readers who 
may have wondered about which parish I 
served.

New system 
tries to cut 
court confusion 


A victim-witness assistance program is 
about to be implemented in Middlesex County 
in an effort to eliminate the confusion and 
inconvenience encountered in the past in the 
county courts 

The start of the program was announced 
recently by Michael E. McLaughlin, chair¬ 
man of the Middlesex County Commissioners, 
and Presiding Justice Lawrence Feloney of 
the Third District Court of Eastern Mid¬ 
dlesex. 

Specific objectives of the program are to: 

-Orient victims by explaining their 
rights, procedures, scheduling and decisions; 
guiding them to waiting rooms and to the 
appropriate courtrooms. 

—Schedule appearances of victims and 
witnesses; keep them abreast of changes in 
dates for continuances, etc.; send letter in¬ 
forming them of the results of their cases and 
thanking them. 

Investigate medical and social service 
needs of victims and witnesses; compile 
central index of resources for referral and 
explore the development of a volunteer 
program. 

Provide special intervention and 
referral in the case of the rape victim. 

—Prepare a witness handbook. 

—Research the literature on restitution 
programs, with attention to be directed to 
victims suffering monetary losses; transmit 
the results to the probation department. 

The victim-witncv program has been 
approved and funded by the Law Enfor¬ 
cement Assistance Administration. The 
steering committee, led by Judge Feloney, 
consists of members of his staff. Albert 
Burns. Anthony DiNatale, Salvatore Sillari, 
Evie Bingham.

for Macdonald’s seat 


To date The Star has heard from eight 
announced candidates who are seeking 
Congressman Torbert MacDonald’s Seventh 
District seat in the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

One previously announced candidate. Leo 
McHugh of Medford, has withdrawn from the 
race. Another candidate, Jack Leff of 
Malden, has already announced his can¬ 
didacy in The Star. 

Statements from six of the announced 
candidates follow. And there are at least two* 
more potential candidates, including Win¬ 
chester Selectman John Sullivan and Francis 
J. Vacca of Everett. 

Stephen J. McGrail 

(McGrail, a Democrat, lives in Malden.) 

Since I was elected to the Wakefield Board 
of Selectmen in 1971,1 have been involved in 
solving the difficult problems that face us in 
the 7th District. My record, as selectman and 
state senator, demonstrate my willingness to 
work with local citizens to resolve these 
problems. It has become increasingly clear to 
me that without effective leadership at the 
federal level, the best efforts of local officials 
are often of no effect. The people of the 7th 
Congressional District need a representative 
in Washington who understands the 
problems, can find solutions and will work to 
make Washington respond to our needs. 

The most important problem affecting 
Massachusetts and the 7th District is 
unemployment. Throughout the District, 
unemployment rates range between 2 and 5 
percent above national averages. Our single 
most important priority must be a job for 
every person who wants to work. In areas as 
acutely affected as ours, I will push for the

creation of federal jobs. There are millions ot 
jobs crying out to be filled in the development 
of new energy sources, improvement of mass 
transit and our nation’s railroads, the 
delivery of adequate health care, and con¬ 
struction and maintenance of parklands and 
recreational facilities. Stimulated by the 
federal government, such programs can 
provide jobs in the public as well as the 
private sector. Long-term unemployment and 
dependence upon public relief programs are 
debilitating to the individual, the family and 
society. 

Aside from the economic distress 
unemployment creates, it has also con¬ 
tributed to the epidemic growth of violent 
crime now ravaging not only our inner cities 
but the suburbs as well. Crimes against 
persons and property have risen across the 
district. This tide of crime can only be 
stemmed by federal support of local law 
enforcement efforts and establishment of 
mandatory penalties for certain serious 
crimes. 

Recent administrations in Washington 
have established economic policies^ and 
supported federal agency decisions which 
have had the effect of placing a stranglehold 
on our local economy. It’s time 
Massachusetts was returned its fair share of 
the federal dollar. 

Moreover, we need to see a change in the 
administration of revenue sharing funds. I 
favor distribution to cities and towns rather 
than the state’s because it fosters local 
control and planning and more important, 


because of the substantial relief it will 
provide property tax payers. 

It was reported the nation's family welfare 
expenditures soared by 21.4 percent last year. 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts must 
carry 50 percent of this burden — a burden 
which accounts for an increasing share of our 
state budget and is distorting other state 
priorities. The federal government has a 
responsibility for notional economic plan¬ 
ning. 

The economic woes of the area have been 
further aggravated by our necessary reliance 
on high-priced foreign oil. I think it’s time 
Congress seriously examined the current 
structure of the big oil companies and 
carefully considered legslation to foster 
competition among them. In addition, I will 
actively support equalization of prices 
throughout the country as well as research 
and development of new energy sources, and 
I will fight to insure that the new solar energy 
research institute is located in 
Massachusetts. 

Another of the most urgent problems to be 
faced by the Congress in the next session is 
the means and costs of delivering health care. 
As a member of the Committee on Health 
Care, I have worked with my colleagues on 
medical malpractice legislation and a state 
health care plan. As your Congressman, I will 
support and work for the implementation of 
national health insurance. 

No single group in the Commonwealth or 
the nation is more acutely affected by all 
these problems I’ve enumerated than the 
elderly. Beset by spiralling cost of living 
increases and dependent upon fixed incomes, 
the elderly must be guaranteed an adequate 
standard of living and provided necessary 
health care. 


George R. McCarthy 

Everett Mayor George R. McCarthy an¬ 
nounced recently that he is seeking the 
seventh Congressional District seat of Tor¬ 
bert H. Macdonald. 

McCarthy, serving in his fifth term as 
mayor of the North Shore industrial city of 
43,000, is the former president of the 
Massachusetts Mayors Association. Under 
Mayor McCarthy’s stewardship the Everett 
tax rate has been the most stable in the 
commonwealth with decreases in the tax rate 
for the past three years. 

As Chairman of the Budget Committee of 
the Advisory Board of the MBTA, McCarthy 
led the fight against substantial individual 
pensions for high MBTA executives. 

The Everett mayor, who has served in 
public office for twenty years,is married to 
the former Charlotte Borggren of Malden and 
is the father of five children. Prior to being 
elected as mayor in 1968, McCarthy served on 
the Everett Board of Aldermen and the city’s 
school committee. 

Mayor McCarthy is president of Home 
Appliance Service, Inc. of Everett, a firm he 
founded when only 20 years old after retur¬ 
ning from World War II service in Europe. 

The 49 year old chief executive, a graduate 
of Everett Public Schools, attended both 
Northeastern and Boston Universities. 

McCarthy said recently: 

From the time I left the service at age 
twenty I have been willing to work, and I have 
believed in my ability to get things done. I 
have built a solid business and served in local 
government for over twenty years. This is my 
ninth year as Mayor - and they have been 
productive years. 

In all these things I have worked at — and 
have had some success with — I have known 
no better way than to follow the light as I see 
it. Crowds have always worried me a bit — 
and I tend to avoid them. That is the attitude I 
bring to the campaign — and that will be the 
only way I will know how to serve in the 
congress. 

The list of what must be done in congress 
and what I can do to help get it done is long — 
and much of it is obvious. Surely all the 
candidates are in favor of more jobs, less 
inflation and a prudent and fair foreign 
policy, expanded housing, closing tax o9p- 
holes, honesty in governmdent — and much 
more.

Donovan vowed commitment to securing 
the proposed solar energy laboratory for New 
England. “In addition to being the first step 
toward making the United States Independent 
of foreign oil, it will mean more jobs and new 
industry for our area, which has suffered 
most from unemployment.” 

Donovan advanced a plan for a Jobs 
Development Program involving both the 
public and private sector aimed at providing 
jobs and decreasing the need for public 
assistance to the unemployed while creating a 
public service. "While the United States 
Government is rescuing the cities of the 
world, it is letting our own cities decay.” 
Through this Jobs Development Program, the 
unemployed would be offered job op¬ 
portunities to refurbish and generally 
upgrade our public buildings and properties. 
Donovan’s solution to the long range unem¬ 
ployment problem which involves the private 
sector is to establish a Private New England 
Capital Investment Corporation which would 
be a resource to re-establishing necessary 
small business opportunities in the area. 

Terming the Safe Streets Act of 1967 as 
"ineffective” Donovan called for 
modification of federal block grants to the 
states and proposed to direct financial 
assistance via categorized grants to cities, 
towns and judicial districts where needed. 

Recalling the Russian "wheat deal” which 
resulted in soaring retail prices, Donovan 
asserted that depleting stockpiles for the 
purpose of increased foreign trade should not 
be allowed to adversely effect the American 
economy. "I will go a step further,” he said, 
“and ask why the Soviet Union cannot be 
declared ineligible for special trade 
privileges with the United States until the

State Representative Edward J. Markey 
(D-Malden) announced his candidacy for the 
Seventh Congressional District seat to the 
U.S. House of Representatives April 9. 

Rep. Markey, a graduate of Malden 
Catholic High School, Boston College, and 
Boston College Law School, was first elected 
to office in 1972.

subjected to a comprehensive 
examination. The study will 
determine the condition of the lines, 
some of which are 80 years old, as 
well as the best way to improve the 
ones which are in need of repair. It 
may be cheaper to rehabilitate the 
lines to reduce infiltration instead of 
upgrading the treatment center. 

Town meeting will be asked to 
approve the article on condition that 
a written statement that the 75 
percent reimbursement is still 
available is received by the town 
manager before any contracts are 
signed. 

The other article which caused 
some discussion was article 24, the 
study of Winchester center and 
plans for its improvement. 

The planning board, which 
placed the article on the warrant, is 
expected to ask for indefinite 
postponement on the floor of town 
meeting. 

According to Otto Schaefer, 
speaking on behalf of the planning 
board, a study would be better un¬ 
dertaken by a committee 
specifically called for that purpose. 
Such a committee could be ap¬ 
pointed by the planning board itself 
or chosen by the town. 

He added that it was premature 
to ask the town meeting for money to 
carry out a study and retain con¬ 
sulting services until a definite plan 
for implementing the study has been 
set up. 

Arthur Dunbar, chuckling, said 
that the selectmen at their Monday 
nightmeeting had voted to approve 
favorable action on this article, not 
realizing that the planning board 
was going to move for indefinite 
postponement. 

Dunbar would like to see an 
"action” committee get started to 
"finally really do something” about 
the center. 

Town meeting member Vincent 
Carroll said that he would be op¬ 
posed to another study."The center 
of Winchester has been studied to 
death, and I mean literally, for how 
many years? Since Filene’s left 
town, the center has been dying.” 

Town meeting begins Monday at 
7:45 in the high school auditorium. 
Budget articles have been scheduledi 
for May 24 to allow the finance 
committee time to submit their 
recommendations on the budget to 
town meeting members.

Tuesday evening April 27 at the Burlington

A starter since his freshman year, Troiano 
has been a mainstay in leading the Wildcats 
to a 19 18 record in his collegiate career. 
When he was a freshman in 197C, Troiano had 
an experienced defense playing in front of 
him. but now he is the veteran in UNH’s 
defensive zone.

Make-up is an art at 
Phyllis Berg’s studio 



Phyllis Berg 

Tin* “Research Council of Professional 
Make-up Artists" doesn’t exactly roll off the 
tongue like “Clairol" or "Mabelino." But 
what “K.C.M.A." lacks in name, it makes up 
for in professional approach. 

Phyllis Berg is an K.C.M.A. represen¬ 
tative who has set up shop in a partitioned 
corner of Ann Mullins clothing store on Main 
street. She provides a free make-up coun 
soling service, by appointment, to introduce 
customers to her product, the line of make-up 
pul out by It.C M.A 

An independent agent for K.C.M.A. for 
seven years, Miss Borg sees her work us an 
art ‘I paint a living face, as opposed to a still 
picture." 

She points out that there are styles of 
make-up to match different clothes, oc¬ 
cupations. types of lighting, and times of day. 
As she puls it. “Wearing the right make-up 
says you care about the way you present 
yourself." 

Miss Berg has had plenty of experience in 
her field: she trained under Vincent Kehoe, 
Hollywood make-up man and founder of 
It C.M.A.. and she returns to study with him 
regularly and keep up with new trends. 

She is also the official make-up artist for 


the Bunnies at the Boston Playboy Club. And 
recently she was guest artist for the broad¬ 
casting and television department at 
Kmcrson College, where she made up both 
women and men. 

But few of Miss Berg’s customers sit 
around under studio lights all day, and most 
persons aren’t so used to the idea of creating a 
"look" with make-up. 

"Most people hesitate when they first 
come in," she says, "but once they’ve tried it, 
they love it." 

All K.C.M.A. make-up Is cocoa butter 
base, rather than water or lanolin base. Miss 
Berg cautions against mixing brands, which 
may upset a product’s chemical balance and 
cause skin reaction. 

Most ’'frosted," "pearlized," or 
"irridesccnt" eye shadows have one curious 
ingredient, according to Miss Berg: ground 
up fish scales. K.C.M.A. shadows get then- 
gloss from ground, irregular pearls, 
producing a softer product which is applied 
with the finger rather than a brush. 

K.C.M.A. products are packed in simple 
cases and generally, according to Miss Berg, 
they are cheaper, since the company spends 
less than others on fancy packaging and 
advertising. 

Miss Berg’s Studio keeps records for its 
customers, so whenever they come in for an 
appointment, Miss Berg or one of her 
assistants (Tricia Green and Eva Sawin) 
knows the right colors and styles, according 
to the customer’s occupation, the colors of 
their clothes, and where they spend free time 

Miss Berg will soon open a combined 
make-up and modeling studio in Manchester, 
N.H. For the moment, she works out of both 
Winchester and her hometown, Tewksbury.

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Sober thoughts 


| Question: I’m an executive with a large 
[national corporation. I’ve just begun to 
[realize that, in the past few years. I do 
[everything (business or social) around 
I drinks. This is the way business and personal 
relationship are conducted. 1 know I feel a 
little looser when I have a drink, but oc¬ 
casionally. I’ll run across someone who just 
| cannot hold his liquor. Naturally, when this 
happens. 1 tend to drink along with him. 
Recently. I started wondering whether 
drinking should be such a big part of my life. 
Although I’m not an alcoholic. I’m getting 
concerned and think I could become one if I 
keep on this way. I can’t discuss this with 
friends because they all drink a lot and think 
I'm crazy to worry. What do you think? 

Answer: It’s difficult to say anything 
definitive about your drinking because you 
have not given much information. What is 
important, however, is that you are con¬ 
cerned and seem to want to understand your 
own use of alcohol. As you have already found 
out. some things are difficult to discuss with 
friends. For many reasons, alcohol is very 
often one of these things. It’s possible that 
your friends share the same concerns about 
their drinking, but are not yet ready to 
discuss it. This is where talking to a counselor 
could be very useful for you. Clarifying'your 
drinking and your concerns is a legitimate 
use of counseling and does not mean or 
require that you be an alcoholic. 


Q. Sometimes when I drink I do things that I 
don’t remember the following morning. I 
know this because friends have described 
things I’ve done and insist that I’m preten¬ 
ding not to remember, when in fact I reallly 
don’t. Can you tell me about this? 

A. You’re not pretending You may have been 
experiencing an alcohol-induced temporary 
memory loss known as a "blackout.” A 
blackout may occur (but does not always 
occur) when you have been drinking heavily 
It rarely happens with occasional "over- 
indulgence” but often does with repetive 
excessive alcohol use. Many people confuse 
"blackouts” wtih "passing out” but the two 
are quite different. In contrast wtih passing 
out. a blackout does not involve a loss of 
consciousness. During a blackout (as you 
know from what your friends have told you) 
an individual is conscious knd functioning but 
the memory portion of his brain is not 
registering what he’s doing. The next mor¬ 
ning he will not have total recall of the night 
or day before. 

The occurrence of blackouts is a symptom 
of problem drinking. Social drinkers do not 
get blackouts. As a drinking problem gets 
worse, blackouts occur more often and last a 
longer period of time. I suggest that you 
speak with a counselor about your drinking.

‘Let’s get going’ 

Center action committee to be 
named for revitalization plan 


See 6% hike 
in tax rate, 
less than 
predicted 

Finance Committee Chairman Anthony 
Pelletier, in his introductory remarks to town 
meeting Monday night, said his committee 
would recommend a six percent increase in 
the tax rate. 

While such an increase is less than that 
suggested by the town manager’s budget, it 
would still represent an increase of $4.20, 
bringing the tax rate up to $74.52 from its 
current $70.30. 

In Town Manager Thomas Groux’s 
proposed budget, the rate of increase 
suggested was 8.2 per cent, or $5.80 

While Pelletier has not yet indicated 
where the FinCom made cuts to enable the 
lesser tax rate increase, he did say that town 
meeting “must express its frustration and 
realize what level of services it desires.” 

In 1965 the Winchester tax rate was $30. 
Since that time there has been an increase of 
229 percent. During the same period there has 
been an actual growth rate in the town of only 
1.71 percent a year. 

Pelletier further elaborated, “There has 
been an actual increase in the tax bill con¬ 
sidering the rate of inflation of 35 percent in 
real dollars since 1965 and 25 percent since 
1968.” His solution to the low growth rate and 
the high taxes is “an aggressive plan of 
growth.” 

The finance committee received the 
proposed budget from Groux, as mandated by 
the charter, and has been working on its 
recommendations for town meeting. The final 
budget is expected to come before the town 
meeting on May 24. That means that the 
FinCom must have made its recom¬ 
mendations available to town meeting 
members by Monday. 

4 Colonial Capers’ 
is next weekend 

The En Ka Society's 1976 Street Fair, 
entitled “Colonial Capers,” will be held at the 
Town Hall parking lot and in the Town Hall 
Friday and Saturday. May 21-2. 

The fair will be open from 6-11 p.m. 
Friday. 

At 9:30 Saturday morning, a parade will 
leave the Winchester Theater parking lot. En 
Ka has asked all the organizations it helps to 
participate. In addition there will be several 
new attractions. 

Four prizes will be awarded: two for the 
floats most in keeping with the fair theme and 
two for the floats most in keeping with the 
theme of their organization. 

The fairgrounds and the attractions inside 
Town Hall will open at 10 a.m., immediately 
following the parade. There will be rides, 
games, pony rides, balloons, grabs, a 
boutique, a bargain box, and books. 

Food will include candy, baked goods, a 
coffee bar, hot dogs and hamburgers, ice 
cream and cotton candy, tonic, a snack bar 
with fresh sandwiches and homemade lobster 
rolls. And from 5:30-7:30 Saturday evening at 
the Baptist Church, there will be a home- 
cooked ham and baked bean supper. Tickets 
are available from Mrs. John Barcus or at the 
information booth the fair. 

Saturday evening there will be a drawing 
for a cash prize. Tickets are available from 
Mrs. Robert Ingraham or from the in¬ 
formation booth. 

The proceeds from the fair make it 
possible for En Ka to contribute annually to 
deserving organizations, clubs, athletic 
groups, and welfare needs. Mrs. Winthrop S 
Knox Jr. is president of the society; Mrs. 
Robert Sharon is chairman of the fair. 

Busing costs factor 


Pending a decision from the state 
department of education on transportation 
requirements, the Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee voted unanimously Tuesday night to 
adopt Superintendent William MacDonald’s 
recommendations for open enrollment in the 
towns elementary and junior high schools. 
The board also voted to accept MacDonald’s 
plan for redistricting the two junior high 
schools in an effort to balance enrollment. 

The hang-up in adopting the open 
enrollment plan revolves around a state 
statute requiring that a town shall provide 
transportation for students to the school they 
are “entitled to attend.” The question is 
whether or not a student is “entitled to at¬ 
tend" a school outside established district 
lines, even under open enrollment. 


A committee to study and promote action 
in the business center of Winchester is going 
to be formed as soon as possible so that 
during the summer it can gather data to 
present to the fall town meeting for ap¬ 
propriations for renovating the center. 

After an hour-long meeting between 
selectmen and William Cummings of the 
planning board, chairman John Sullivan said 
that rather than ask the town meeting for 
appropriations before such a committee has 
been formed, it would be more expedient to 
have definite costs to present to them. 

Article 24 of the warrant now before town 
meeting asks for an indefinite appropriation 
for study of the center. 

An action committee will be formed from 
among residents who “know how to get things 


In his guidelines for open enrollment, 
MacDonald has included a waiver of this 
right, which means that should a child attend 
a school outside his normal district, his 
parents would assume whatever costs of 
transportation are involved. 

The school committee has expressed the 
view that, should the state require the school 
department to assume such transportation 
costs, they would be unwilling to adopt the 
open enrollment policy. 

Having already waited for several weeks 
for a reply from the state education depart¬ 
ment regarding this question, MacDonald 
asked the school board to allow him to notify 
parents of the pending open enrollment

He added that there may have to be 
changes in zoning by-laws or restrictions 
currently enforced. 

Sullivan reiterated, “What are our op¬ 
tions’* loot's get them on the table. The real 
problem is how do we get a guy to make an 
investment down there if he can’t get a return 
for his investment dollar.” 

The board did not reach any conclusions 
regarding the appointment of the committee 
or to whom the committee would be 
responsible. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar said that 
selectmen would have more control over the 
committee and lx? in day-to-day contact with 
it if the board made the appointments. 

Another alternative put forth was ap¬ 
pointments made by the town moderator 
answerable to the town meeting. 

The feel of the board, however, was a 
board-appointed committee responsible to 
the board. 

Cummings concluded the meeting by 
saying, “Again, I think the composition of this 
committee is very important. Whoever 
makes the appointments needs to have people 
who can provide action.”

Town meeting votes land 
for senior citizens’ center 


The annual spring town meeting 
Monday night voted to give the 
senior citizens the Skillings road 
land for construction of a center, put 
articles 1-6 on the table (the budget 
articles), and indefinitely postponed 
articles 7, 10, and 11. 

At the first session the meeting 
also voted $855 for matching funds 
for grants to secure the benefits of 
the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration programs. 

It further voted to define 
‘‘swimming pools” in the zoning by¬ 
law's and to require self-latching 
gates around all swimming pools. 
Article 12 also puts outdoor swim¬ 
ming pools in the category of open 
area, rather than structure, for 
computation purposes. 


TM attendance 
‘ encouraging' 

A total of 167 of the 192 to meeting 
members attended the opening session of 
the 1976annual spring meeting. This is an 
87 percent turnout, which town officials 
find encouraging. 

Town Clerk Elsie Nelson also found 
the sight of many young faces out there 
on the town meeting floor, a pleasant one 
to behold. “Shows they’re Interested,” 
she said. 

Asked if the session set an attendance 
record, Mrs. Nelson was at a loss to 
know, one reason being that there are 
fewer members under the new charter 
and none on an at-large basis as before.

Concern back 
in business 

A revitalized CONCERN met for the first 
lime May 5 in the Muruco School Library to 
discuss general approaches to the town-wide 
problems of vandalism, drinking, and lit¬ 
tering 

The group formed a nominating com¬ 
mittee. chaired by former school committee 
candidate Tim McCarthy, to assist in 
choosing officers at CONCERN’S next 
meeting June 2. 

In her opening remarks, Phyllis Williams 
addressed the reasons (principally the drug 
problem) for establishing the original 
CONCERN in late 1967. She added, “I think 
that we will all agree that the needs that were 
so easily identified in 1967 still exist. The 
alienation, the fear, the frustration, and the 
sense of helplessness still exist. . The 
physical and mental health of Winchester is 
still being threatened.” 

School Committeewoman Catherine 
Fallon, who served as informal chairperson 
for the first meeting, opened the gathering 
with some comments on vandalism and a 
Ixief history of the vandalism committee, 
which has been meeting for several months in 
an effort to deal with problems at the high 
school. 

“The schools alone cannot handle the 
problems of vandalism, drinking, or general 
disrespect for property alone. The com¬ 
munity as a whole must ban together, 
enumerate guidelines and help provide 
direction for the youth of the community,” 
said Mrs. Fallon. 

Former CONCERN member Dr. Donald 
McClean commented that alcohol has a lot to 
do with the other problems. “According to the 
Winchester Police Department, vandalism 
went way up after the drinking age went down 
to 18.” he said. 

Dr. McClean added that a lack of 
awareness among parents and students of the 
problems of alcohol is likely to frustrate ef¬ 
forts to deal with the problem. 

Lawyer Kenneth D’Arcy suggested that 
the public drinking law be strictly enforced 
and the maximum fines imposed (the 
maximum fine is $50). He said the threat of 
arrest and the possibility of a police record 
and stiff fines would indicate to the public that 
such behavior would not he tolerated. 

Addressing the role of CONCERN Phyllis 
Williams said, “The idea of CONCERN is 
really to provide an opportunity for people to 
get together and pick each other’s brains, to 
plug into ideas and resources for dealing with 
these problems." 

Mrs. Fallon encouraged any and all in¬ 
terested persons to attend the CONCERN 
meetings, which are tentatively scheduled for 
the first Wednesday of each month. 

Approximately 45 persons attended tin* 
May 5 meeting, including representatives 
from various town departments, committees, 
and parent associations, teachers and 
students, members of the old CONCERN 
group, and parents. 


Another zoning by-law change to 
correct an inaccuracy in the existing 
by-laws, specifically the parking 
and storage of non-recreational 
trailers and unregistered motor 
vehicles, passed after much con¬ 
fused discussion. 

Before any of the articles came 
up for debate, Town Meeting 
Member Arthur Hewis moved that 
the meeting be adjourned because it 
was . not duly constituted. He 
maintained that the committe*e 
reports were not available to the 
town meeting members the required 
seven days before the session. The 
motion was not passed (see separate 
story). 

Articles 1-6, dealing with the 
budget, were laid on the table until 
May 24 when the town meeting is 
expected to begin discussion on the 
finance committee’s recom¬ 
mendations on Town Manager 
Thomas Groux’s proposed budget. 

The motion to lay on the table 
was expected. 

Article 7 was indefinitely post¬ 
poned. Selectmen Chairman John J. 
Sullivan explained that the article 
was on the warrant in the first place 
to assure completion of the Palmer 
street r<?ad construction. State and 
country funds for the fiscal year 1977 
have already been received and 
Winchester will not require any 
further funds, according to Sullivan. 


Article 8 gave the chief of police, 
or other official in charge of the 
department, $855 to be used as 
matching funds for Law En¬ 
forcement Assistance Ad¬ 
ministration programs. According 
to Sullivan three projects have been 
undertaken with the LEAA, plan¬ 
ning in the police department, drug 
violation enforcement, and radio 
network improvements. 

Through various LEAA 
programs, Winchester has had 
seven officers in training programs 
at a cost of only $100 each. The town 
is also able to draw on the services 
of more than 100 men in the tactical 
enforcement squad if needed. 

Article 9, the conveyance of the 
Skillings road site to the seniors for 
construction of their planned center, 
brought out a long debate and was 
finally approved, 117-24. 

Most of the opposition to the 
conveyance was based on financial 
reasoning. Two town meeting 
members suggested that because 
articles 1-6 had been tabled, the 
amount of money available for the 
town to run a center built on that 
site, or anywhere else, was still an 
unknown quantity. 

It is the proposal of the seniors 
association that they be allowed to 
build their center according to the

Meeting starts, Hewis 
moves to adjourn it 


No sooner did Town Moderator 
Raymond Kenney gel the annual spring 
town meeting started, than long-time 
town meeting member Arthur Hewis 
moved for adjournment. 

Hewis based his contention that a duly 
constituted town meeting could not be 
held Monday night on the fact the annual 
town reports from the various town 
committees and the finance committee’s 
recommendations on the warrant ar¬ 
ticles were not in the hands of town 
meeting members seven days before the 
start of the meeting. 

It has been a tradition in town, but not 
a legally binding statute, that such 
reports be made available seven hys 
before the town meeting convenes. Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall said that ac¬ 
tually, according to the charter, only the 
FinCom's budget recommendations are 


absolutely required to be distributed 
seven days before the meeting. FinCom 
Chairman Anthony Pelletier has already 
said that these recommendations will he 
out by May 17. a week before the town 
meeting discusses the budget beginning 
May 24. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
he found no impediment to the tran¬ 
saction of the business of the meeting. 
The town reports and the FinCom's 
recommendations on other warrant 
articles were on tables outside the 
auditorium for town meeting members to 
pick up on their way into the meeting 
This, he said, “while not traditional 
certainly falls within the substance of the 
charter.” 

Town Moderator Kenney con- 
scqirvMy ruled that a duly constituted 
town .i.etfing was indeed in session.

These are good 
facilities and include function 
rooms, kitchen, an elevator, and 
central location in town.” 

Dr. Norberg responded to 
Mclndoe, saying that architectural 
barriers in private facilities are a 
real problem for the seniors. "The 
First Congregational has indeed 
offered us their rooms, at a proposed 
rent.” he said, "of $800 a month for 
the third floor. Parking there is a 
problem too. That’s why we need our 
own facility.” 

He further added that the seniors 
are committed to raising more than 
the speculated $250,000 for con¬ 
struction and furnishing. "We saw 
two options: l-raise the money and 
give it to the town to build the 
facility and 2-keep the money and 
ask the town to deed us the land so 
we could build the center ourselves. 
We chose the latter.” 

Both Finance Committee 
Chairman Anthony Pelletier and 
Selectmen Chairman John Sullivan 
expressed favorable action on 
behalf of their boards. Sullivan, 
however, wants to clarify that funds 
would be available to start the 
project. "We don’t want the town to 
be left with a hole in the ground,” he 
said. 

He also wants to make sure that 
the design of the building will be 
consistent with the one shown on a 
slide to the town meeting. 

Sullivan finished his remarks by 
saying, "I’m damn proud to stand 
up here and support a man like Dick 
Norberg and a project like this.” 
There was much applause from the 
audience at this comment. 

Arguments for and against the 
conveyance of the land were similar 
to those in other discussions. A 


motion from the tloor to table this 
article until articles 1-0 had been 
acted upon was met by David 
Mortensen’s saying, "We’ve already 
had extensive discussions. To table 
this article would just mean going 
over the same discussions again.” 

The required two-thirds of the 
town meeting members finally 
voted in favor of the article. 

Article 10 was indefinitely 
postponed at the request of the 
planning board who first recom¬ 
mended that the article be placed on 
the warrant. It would have refined 
and clarified the zoning by-laws, but 
the annual fall town meeting will be 
asked to deal more specifically with 
those by-laws. 

Article 11 was also indefinitely 
postponed because of a printing 
error in the warrant as distributed 
to the town meeting members. Two 
lines had been omitted and the 
question came up of whether or not 
action could be taken on such an 
article. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall, 
speaking in favor of indefinite 
postponement, said, "No action now 
depends on passage of article 11. 
Rather than vote on what might be 
an illegal article, 1 would recom¬ 
mend indefinite postponement.” 

Article 12, requiring a two-thirds 
vote, defined swimming pools and 
their regulations and tennis court 
lighting at night. The article passed 
without opposition. 

Article 13, also requiring a two- 
thirds vote, was noteworthy for the 
confusion of the debate. 

The Planning Board, in their 
summary of the articles, said "This 
article is simple and straight¬ 
forward and seems to offer little 
reason for argument or debate.” 


Town meeting felt otherwise, 
however. 

The article essentially clears up 
an Inaccuracy in the zoning by-laws. 
Section 5.4 authorizes outside rear 
yard storage of boat and travel 
trailers. Section 5.5, on the other 
hand, incorrectly provides that no 
trailers of any kind may be stored 
outside on any residential land. 


The article before town meeting 
eliminates the inconsistency. Under 
it. non-rccreational trailers and 
unregistered motor vehicles must he 
stored in an enclosed building. 

The vote was favorable. 

Till second session of the annual 
spring town meeting will be held 
tonight at 7:45 in the high school 
auditorium.

plans they have drawn up and then 
turn the land and the building back 
to the town. The town would then 
take on the responsibility of 
maintaining and operating the 
facility. 

According to Dr. Richard Nor¬ 
berg, spokesman for the seniors, 
applications for state funding for the 
building were denied because of 
funding cuts, and no other place in 
town, public or private, was found to 
be suitable for the construction of a 
facility. 

The seniors have been holding 
programs and operating classes and 
other activities in several buildings 
in town. Town Meeting Member 
Richard Mclndoe suggested that the 
First Congregational Church might 
be suitable as a base of action. 

He said, "We need a thorough 
explanation of the alternatives the 
seniors have looked into. I am at 
liberty to say that the First 
Congregational Church has some

Voke Ed independence 

Anyone who can simplify governmentese, legislative acts, bills and 
resolves, or make clearer existing legislation that won’t (purportedly) cost 
the taxpayers more money, almost always wins our vote of thanks. 

We have in mind a public meeting scheduled for Wednesday, May 19, at 
7:30 p.m. at the Northeast Metropolitan Regional Vocational School in 
Wakefield, called to discuss Senate Bill 272, which would form one and 
dissolve another position and board. 

We were almost misled into believing the meeting was to be a public 
hearing of the type conducted by official bodies of the legislature (com¬ 
mittees, etc.) that are legally advertised as such. 

It is not. The press release we received called the meeting a special 
public hearing. This led us at first glance to think it was to be a formal, 
official, legal legislative hearing. However, a call to the school’s ad¬ 
ministrative assistant, William P. Connery, who issued the release, con¬ 
firmed that it is indeed a public meeting and not a public hearing. 

Purpose of the meeting is to inform the public about the bill and to get 
their support, including an effort to influence their legislative delegation at 
the State House, Senator John W. Bullock and Representative Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh, Jr., into voting favorably for Senate 272. 

According to a summary of the bill, the act would establish the position 
of director of vocational and technical education, the Board of Vocational 
and Technical Eduation and the Department of Vocational and Technical 
Education, and dissolve the Commission for Occupational Education and 
the Division of Occupational Education. 

Northeast Superintendent-Director John Connolly says the bill will stop 
encroachment of general education into vocational funds, "so that the in¬ 
creasing demand for purely vocational programs can continue to be met. It 
will add no state posts and could even result in cost savings,” he said. 

He seems to be supported in this by a summary of the purpose of the 
legislation. 

It says that the "primary purpose of this legislation is to establish 
vocational and technical education as a separate department, equal in 
importance and function to general and post secondary education, similar 
to the independence of the community colleges, so that it will meet the needs 
that are distinct from the needs addressed by the other departments. It will 
operate under the secretary of education and implementation will involve, 
for the most part, merely a transferring of the existing Division of Oc¬ 
cupational Education organization from a subdivision of a department to a 
fully operative department. 

Said Connolly, "It’s a simplification of the bill, but this is necessary to 
expose the real reasons behind the concerted effort of powerful lobbying 
forces to defeat the bill." 

At this point we begin to wonder how much simplification is being done 
here and what else is going on. 

At any rate, and not disregarding the fact that the meeting is being 
"advertised” as a "public hearing,” we nevertheless urge Winchester 
residents who are interested in the issue here to attend the meeting and find 
out. 

Who knows, people going to the meeting in favor of simplification of the 
bureaucracies and vocational education independence may find that they 
are not so disposed in this particular instance. But however they feel, they 
can ask questions (assuming this is not strictly a propaganda session), to 
satisfy their own curiosity. 

Much of what the proponents of the bill say in the press release makes 
good sense, some of it sounds like reestablishment of a bureacracy at 
another level might be achieved through Senate 272. 

The citizenry has a chance to become better informed about it and to 
make up its own mind. So why not attend the "public hearing” or meeting 
and find out for yourself. —J.R.S.

Article 16, which amends the definition of 
family in the Zoning Bylaw, will most likely 
come before town meeting tonight. May I 
urge all town meeting members to consider 
an affirmative vote. 

I favor the definition of family as “not 
more than three unrelated persons residing 
together as a single, integral housekeeping 
unit" for the following reasons: 

1. Several single residence neighborhoods 
have experienced “commune” groups who 
have bought or rented houses with the 
resulting nuisances: noise day and night, 
trafficking of chrs and motorcycles day and 
night, and steady deterioration of property. 

2. The “three persons” definition of a 
family would still permit young and elderly to 
share the expenses of renting a home or 
apartment which they would not otherwise tx» 
able to rent individually. 

3. Laws tend to be stretched a bit—so the 
more restrictive definition would better 
protect the resident home owners and tax¬ 
payers of our community. 

Anyone who has experienced the 
frustration of trying to combat “commune” 
situations in their neighborhood would 
welcome a strong, restrictive bylaw which 
could be enforced by our town officials. 

I urge your support on Article 16.

In responding to Mrs. Cincottu’s letter, 
The Star has stated that its policy is “to ac¬ 
cept advertising from legitimate businesses 
without making judgments as to the quality or 
suitability for a particular use of the products 
offered." 

Yet, there has been a long tradition in 
journalism that a publication does indeed 
have the right to he selective in the type of 
advertising it accepts. The right is with the 
publisher and not with the advertiser. For 
example, two internationally known 
publications, Reader's Digest and the 
Christian Science Monitor, have long had 
very selective advertising policies. In fact, 
the quality of a publication is often judged by 
the type of advertising it carries. 

If The Star adheres toils policy of allowing 
all businesses ‘ recognized aS legitimate to 
advertise, will we soon have a community 
newspaper comparable in advertising to The 
Phoenix and The Real Paper?

Honey is the oldest sweetener known to 
man and just about the only one until sugar 
cane was discovered in the New World and 
cultivated on a large scale. 

In the early days honey was gathered from 
hives of wild bees in rocks, crevices and 
trees. Later, tame bees and their hives were 
included in monasteries, castles, and farm 
gardens. 

Because honey was the principal 
sweetener until the eighteenth century, 
almost every small rural household kept 
bees. Tenants of old English manors often 
paid rent in honey, hams were cured in honey, 
and fruits preserved in honey solutions. Even 
rinsings of the combs were used to make 
mead, the ancient honey drink 

Beekeeping was not a hobby, nor was 
honey a special food product ; honey was part 
of the household economy. 

Two Winchester families are represen¬ 
tative of those who have taken up beekeeping 
as a twentieth century hobby both for fun and 
for nutrition. 

Natural food enthusiasts Jack and Merna 
Wilson, of Thornberry rd., use honey ex¬ 
clusively as their family sweetener, 
sometimes reaching too pounds a year. A lot 
is used in hreadbaking and even more is 
distributed to friends and relatives. 

Merna became an enthusiastic user after 
she found her severe allergies vanished after 
regular use Apparently the honey from local 
flowers reduced her sensitivity to pollen, she

Perhaps some attempt is in order at 
clarifying the article which passed town 
meeting Monday night regarding the parking 
and storage of recreational trailers and 
unregistered vehicles. 

The zoning by-laws currently state 
(sections 5.4 and 5.5) that you may store a 
major recreational vehicle in your back yard. 
You may not store an unregistered vehicle 
outside an enclosed building 

The article passed this week now permits 
you to continue storing a major recreational 
vehicle as defined in the section in the back

yard even if it becomes unregistered 

For example, a leaf trailer is not a major 
recreational vehicle and may not be stored in 
your back yard. 

On the other hand, a boat trailer, whether 
registered or not. is considered a major 
recreational vehicle and may be stored in the 
hack yard.

School Committeewoman Catherine 
Fallon reported Tuesday that there’s sume 
improvement in the atmosphere at the high 
school with regards to vandalism. She said 
the teaching staff seems more involved with 
the problem; that student attitudes have 
become more positive; that the student-run 
cafeteria monitoring program, although 
discontinued after a little over a month, has 
had a lasting effect on the cafeteria’s ap¬ 
pearance; and that the student tutoring 
program is providing some valuable com¬ 
munication between students. 

Mrs. Fallon even dropped into the 
cafeteria unannounced one day for lunch and 
found all in order. 

But, she added, almost a third of the entire 
student population (400students) is restricted 
from open campus, around 125 of whom were 
added onto the list this past term for not 
meeting the new grade requirements; there 
have been over 300 parent conferences, many 
suspensions, and even some court actions; 
and worst of all, the school department still 
spends more on vandalism than it does on 
school supplies. 

According to budget manager Jack 
Fallon, there is no perceptible decrease in the 
monthly cost of vandalism, and he hears 
reports of it every day, “without exception.” 
The cost so far this school year? At least 
$24,000.

Peeling the Big Apple again

She calls herself the Big Apple and to a 
little child New York is very big indeed. 

It’s always refreshing and sometimes a 
little unsettling to see something through the 
eyes of a just turned five-year-old and a 
sophisticated nine-year-old.

You never get over that first view of the 
city. Boston from the Tobin bridge is spec¬ 
tacular, especially in the very early hours 
and just before dark. Winchester as you 
approach from South Border road is like a 
fairy land in any season. 

But New York. When you’re little and 
you’ve heard about the city where all the 
buildings are as big as the sky, you have to 
see. 

May in New York means the Ringling 
Brothers Barnum and Bailey Circus at 
Madison Square Garden and never mind if 
it’s not the real Madison Square Garden 
where you smelled the international horse 
show, cried at Emmet Kelly’s attempts to 
sweep away the spotlight, and saw a real live 
bucking bronco. 

The excitement doesn’t go away. You see 
yourself at the circus those many years ago. 
It’s reassuring. 

You remember other things when you’re 
with your kids.

Then you go to the Central Park zoo and 
the carousel. Ail tho^e stories about wan¬ 
dering alone in the park seem very far away. 
So you climb the glacier-formed rocks again 
with the kids and sit on Balto’s bronzed back 
as the noble dog guards the tunnel entrance. 

You quietly tiptoe up to watch the old men 
playing chess and you see the Wollman 
skating rink and it’s still the same. 

The little ones hear the oom-pah of the 
carousel before you do — is it possible? — and 
they run off to be the first ones on, just the 
way you did. The memories of what was and 
the hopes for their futures blur as the horses 
come to a stop. 

The carousel is the best bargain in New 
York — 25 cents for a long ride with delightful 
music. And guess what? The ticket man is the 
same one who took your tickets that long ago 
Sunday morning. 

You need a five-year-old to help you keep 
things in perspective, to show you that the 
little things are important. 

After an enormous afternoon at the circus 
and a morning at the Statue of Liberty, 
screaming subways, and Central Park 
minstrels, the question of the day came:

policy. The superintendent said he needed a 
response from parents as soon as possible to 
facilitate staffing plans for next year. 

Under the redistricting plan, students at 
the Wyman School would go on to Lynch 
Junior High School rather than McCall. With 
open enrollment, in-district students would 
get absolute priority, and the remaining 
openings would be filled by lot from out-of- 
district students desiring to attend a par¬ 
ticular school. 

However MacDonald cautioned that 
redistricting was a short-term, partial 
solution to the problem of unbalanced 
enrollments in the junior high schools. McCall 
has been overcrowded this year, while 
programs at Lynch have suffered from under 
enrollment. 

“To attain a desirable number of both, 
schools would take about 1400 students," he 
said, “and we have less than that already this 
year, somewhere around 1320." 

The superintendent added that the results 
of an informal poll of parents of the 59 Wyman 
sixth graders indicated that at least 33 of 
them would opt to send their children to 
McCall. Despite this, he strongly recom¬ 
mended adoption of open enrollment, saying, 
“The time has come to be a bit bold — if we 
like the idea, let’s vote it, pending a reply 
from the state on the question of tran¬ 
sportation.” 

He added that open enrollment might 
produce shifts from McCall to Lynch among 
students in other districts. And there are 
presently 17 students at McCall applying to 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional Vocational, 
which may also help balance the numbers. 

Cathy Alexander, a parent, indicated that 
after informal talks with Wyman parents, she 
had concluded that if Wyman were 
redistricted as a block, most of the parents 
would agree to send their children on to 
Lynch.

Robert Leo joins race for congressional seat 



Robert S. Leo (Dem.-Everett), in a 
statement announcing his candidacy for the 
position of U.S. Congressman from the 7th 
Congressional District, charged government 
today with "consistently denying the people 
of Massachusetts any meaningful input into 
government’s decision making .processes.” 
He stated that even in view of the fact that 
unemployment is the highest it’s been since 
the Depression, and that the crime rate and 
inflation arc the highest they’ve ever been, 
"our politicians persist in refusing to allow 
the people a say in how this country should be 
run.” 


l>eo, 31, is an attorney practicing law in his 
home town of Kverett. He is a 1967 graduate of 
Harvard College and was a star athlete at 
both Everett High School and Harvard in the 
1960’s. He is a graduate of Boston College Law 
School and a member of the Massachusetts 
Bar. 

In 1969, he served as an administrative 
assistant to the commissioner of ad¬ 
ministration and finance, former Lieutenant- 
Governor Donald Dwight. In 1972, he served 
under Attorney General Robert Quinn as a 
legal intern for the Consumer Protection 
Division of the Office of Attorney General for 


the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Prior 
to establishing a law practice in Everett, he 
worked for the Massachusetts Defenders 
Committee as a criminal trial attorney. 

Bobby is married to the former Janet 
Poirier, a Registered Nurse and supervisor of 
the operating room at the Whidden Memorial 
Hospital in Everett. They reside at 115 
Waverly st. in Everett. 

Leo went on to say that what is needed to 
restore people’s trust in government is for 
people to have more say in government. 

"If our politicians do not have faith in the 
people’s ability to help decide key issues, how 
can the people be expected to have faith in 
their elected officials? I believe that many of 
the problems we face today would quickly be 
resolved if the average person were allowed a 


greater role in the decision making processes, 
since it is the average person who is most 
immediately affected by these problems. 

Leo proposes greater use of initiative 
referendum and referendum voting by the 
people on key issues. His campaign will be 
geared to soliciting from the people their 
ideas as to the possible ways in which the 
voice of the people can be more effectively 
implemented into our government’s decision 
making processes. 

"Some may call me naive in my belief that 
the people should run this country, but if the 
alternative to naivete is violence, inflation, 
unemployment and distrust, then I simply 
cannot see how my proposed course of action 
can be any less effective than the course we 
are presently on.’’

Canal UHMOciation 
looks at history 
from several views 


The Midldlesex Canal 
Association recently held a 
three-dav annual meeting in 
conjunction with the Canal 
Society of New York and the 
Pennsylvania Canal Society. 

On the evening of April 23 at 
the Ramada Inn Leonard 
Harmon showed slides of the 
packet boat the “Colonel 
Baldwin.” The boat bas been 
under construction in the 
Woburn town yard and. ac¬ 
cording to Harmon, the most 
difficult part was getting it 
onto its special trailer and 
turning it over. 

The “Colonel Baldwin" 
arrived Saturday morning, 
perched atop its own trailer, 
freshly painted black below the 
water line and antique red, 
white and blue above.

The Historical what? 




My Kva Arnot 


In recent weeks readers of the Star have 
seen frequent references to the Winchester 
llistoriaal Commission and may wonder just 
what this group is and what its duties and 
responsibilities really ate 

Under the General Laws of Massachusetts 
a local Historical Commission is responsible 
for identifying and recording a town’s historic 
assets and planning for their preservation. 
This includes coordinating the activities of 
various local groups and individuals who are 
interested in history and historical preser¬ 
vation and serving as the liaison between 
them and all the many governmental and non 
local preservation organizations. 

Certain duties are considered mandatory 
The primary one is compiling and main¬ 
taining an inventory of areas, structures and 
sites which are historically, architecturally 
or culturally significaht The Massachusetts 
Historiical Commission has developed 
standard forms which must be used for these 
local inventories. 

A detailed description of each property 
with a photograph and a statement of 
justification for its inclusion in the inventory 
is filed with the state. In Winchester’s case 
this is an extremely large and time- 
consuming project. A professional in this field 
has estimated that there are between 1500, 
and 2000 buildings in this community which 
are more than 60 years old and which are of 
sufficient interest to be included. A great deal 
of work on the part of volunteers working 
under the auspices of the commission has 
resulted in complete descriptions being sent 
to Boston of about loo of the most important of

these. Oviously a great deal more needs to be 
done. 

Interested people are invited to help in the 
work of photographing and researching the 
remaining buildings. Residents whose own 
homes are pre-1916 are particularly invited to 
contact the coordinator of the inventory 
project. Allen Hill of 25 Knglewood rd. or any 
other member of the commission and pass on 
whatever information they may have. 

There are a good many practical ad¬ 
vantages in Winchester’s having a complete 
historical inventory For example, all 
projects using government funding must be 
submitted to the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission for an Environmental Impact 
Statement if buildings that are included in the 
inventory are to be affected. The inventory 
alerts members of local planning boards and 
similar agencies of the existence of historical 
buildings so that they can be considered when 
plans for future development are made. One 
cannot save a propeitv without knowing that 
it exists. 

The other mandatory commission duty is 
the coordinating of the activities of other, 
unofficial bodies which have similar goals. In 
Winchester this is generally achieved quite 
successfully through personal contact. We 
are fortunate in having an active Historical 
Society to which those residents who are 
interested in matters historical generally 
belong. However, there are times when a 
more structured system would be beneficial 
The commission might routinely be notified 
whenever significant change or demolition of 
a historic building was being contemplated 
Prior official notification would not 
necessarily enable commission members to 
find a solution that preserves historic 
buildings like th Knights of Columbus Hall but 
the likelihood of a happy solution would

A Historical Commission may prepare 
various kinds of pamphlets and maps that 
relate to its area of responsibility. Presently a 
group under the direction of Frank Curtis is 
preparing a walking tour guide which will be 
available on Town Day This guide will 
describe interesting houses from the outside 
only and will bo designed so that it can be 
started and finished at any point 

The commission has recently been 
discussing the possibility of recommending 
the establishment of a Historic District study 
committee for Winchester It seems that 
there are several areas whose historic and 
architectural interest would justify such a 
move. 

In this area, as in all others in a 
democracy , it is important to have input from 
as many citizens as possible. The commission 
meets on the evening of the first Tuesday of 
each month. Observers arc most welcome to 
attend and to join in the discussion.

Public invited to discuss 
vocational education bill 


Senator John W Bullock and Rep. Slier- 
man W Sallmarsh Jr. will be given an op¬ 
portunity lo publicly express their position on 
pending legislation concerning vocational 
education 

A special public meeting on Senate Rill 272 
will be held at Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School on Wednesday, 
May 19 at 7:30 p.m. The meeting is being 
sponsored by the sheool’s General Advisory 
Committee 

Northeast Superintendent-Director John 
Connolly will explain the provisions of Senate 
272at the public meeting. Active in vocational 
education for more than two decades. Con¬ 
nolly’s expertise in this area has been gained 
through teaching and administration on local, 
regional and slate levels. 

Senator George Rogers (D-Nesy Bedford>. 
a member of the Joint Legislative Committee 
on Education, is sponsor of Senate 272. and is 
expected to attend the meeting. 

Briefly. Connolly explains that Senate 27‘! 
will establish a separate State Department of 
Vocational and Technical Education 
primarily to stop the encroachment of 
general education into vocational funds, so 
that the increasing demand for purely 
vocational programs can continue to be met 
It will add no slate costs and could even result 
in cost savings, lie noted. 

“It’s a simplification of the bill.” Connolly 
said, "but this is necessary to expose the real 
reasons behind the concerted effort of 
powerful lobbying forces to defeat the bill.” 

“For many years.” Hie Northeast 
superintendent asserts, “vocational 
education was kept in the school basements, 
continually stigmatized as a trade school, and 
used as a dumping ground by general 
education for so-called problem students. 
Where general education gave up on these 
students, vocational education picked them 
up. gave them usable skills and placed them 
in good paying jobs.” 

"Over the years,” Connolly continued, 
“vocational education came out of the cellar 
and into its rightful place as alternative 
education forbovs and girls to discipline their 
talents into saleable skills.” 

At this point. Connolly noted, vocational 


education ceased being a stepchild and came 
into its own belated funding to strengthen its 
establishment in a technical environment. He 
calls attention to the unqualified success of 
regional schools, such as Northeast with 90 
per-cent placement in economically 
depressed times.as the dividend gained from 
governmental acknowledgement of the vital 
need for sound, on-going vocational education 
programs 

Connolly asserted that while vocational 
education stands ready to assist general 
education in handling its problems where 
appropriate, it shouldn’t be expected that this 
he done at the expense of vocational 
programs, lie added that full public airing of 
I he real issue of Senate 272 is preferred to the 
clandestine atmosphere of lobbying. 

“This is why public meetings are being 
called and supported by vocational educators 
throughout the state." Connolly said. 

He called on the citizens of Chelsea t< 
make their support of vocational education 
known to their state legislators by supporting 
Senate Bill 272 at the public meeting at 
Northeast on May 19. 

“Sen. Bullock and Rep. Saltmarsh and 
Doris will In* asked to respond to your support 
in person at the hearing so that we can all 
know where they stand." Connolly said. "We 
are all affected by ibis legislation and we 
have a right to know the intentions of our 
elected representatives before they are 
closeted in the State House, where few of us 
have the lime or the opportunity to be present 
for the decision-making process.”

93 run in mini-marathon 


Ninety-three of Winchester’s hardy types 
last Saturday braved the heat and agony of 
running miles through the streets just for the 
honor of completing the fourth annual mini¬ 
marathon sponsored by the recreation 
department. 

Every one who ran and completed the 
course, which varied from two to seven miles 
depending on the age category, deserved to 
win. Trophies could be presented only to those 
who finished on top of their division, however, 
and in some cases the times were only a 
matter of seconds apart. 

There were several collapses from heat 
exhaustion and some problem with traffic at 
the finish line.

Dr. Hirschhorn was picked up by a passer¬ 
by who brought him back down to the traffic 
circle in the center where police were han¬ 
dling traffic during the race. 

He was taken by ambulance to the Win¬ 
chester Hospital where he was kept for ob¬ 
servation in the intensive care unit. Dr. 
Hirschhorn was discharged Monday. 

Ironically, it was another doctor who had 
just won the race in the age 36 and over 


division, Dr. Rudolph Oehm, who ran over to 
assist Dr. Hirschhorn at the finish line.

Town meeting adjourns early; 
budget articles start Monday 


Town meeting Thursday night voted 125-3 
to approve a change in the zoning by-laws 
which would allow small unoccupied ap¬ 
pendages on buildings to extend no more than 
20 per cent of the lot line set back. 

For example, a house with an outside 
uncovered stairway or an outside chimney 
would be acceptable as long as the appendage 
extended no more than four feet, assuming 
the house has a lot line set back 20 feet. 

Town meeting member Eva Arnott asked 
if an apartment house with five foot balconies 
would be acceptable. William Cummings of 
the planning board responded that a value 
judgment would have to be made to see if the 
balconies would be considered unoccupied 
appendages. 

In other action, town meeting denied 
Vincent Carroll’s article to remove the 
parking meters from town for a one-year trial 
period. 

Carroll said that several neighboring 
towns, specifically Stoneham, Wakefield, and 
Reading, have eliminated.their meters. 

Selectmen Chairman John J. Sullivan, 
speaking on behalf of the board, urged un¬ 
favorable action. He cited loss of revenue, 
control of the parking problem, and the 
negligible effect of parking meters on 
business in the downtown area as reasons for 
maintaining the meters. 

Clarence Borggaard, also speaking 
against the article, suggested that without 
meters the town would find itself in the 
position of providing parking facilities for 
commuters who would dump their cars in 
town and then take the train into Boston. 

Article 20 on’ the warrant, to have town 
meeting set the water rates, was tabled until 
discussion on the budget is completed. 

Ernest Phillips, Jr., chairman of the water 
and sewer board, asked the town meeting to 


authorize a raise in the water rate from 42 
cents to 50 cents per hundred cubic feet. This, 
he said, was necessary in order to have the 
water and sewer board a self-sufficient body. 

“We purchase one-third of the town’s 
water from the MDC and we’re lucky enough 
to have enough of a water supply in Win¬ 
chester to provide two-thirds of our 
requirements,” Phillips explained. 

More money is needed, Phillips said, to 
purchase and install electric lights at two of 
the tanks, and self-cleaning stainless steel 
screens to replace the copper ones now in use. 
The copper screens must be hand-cleaned 
every two days. 

Phillips also urged that forestry work 
around the reservoirs be started and that 
fences be erected. 

There are 15 men employed on the water 
and sewer board with no additional summer 
help. The town uses two million gallons of 
water a day. 

According to Phillips, the MDC, which also 
has a self-supporting water department uses 
240 million gallons, twice that used in 1970. 
Any increase in their prices will be reflected 
in the price Winchester has to pay for water. 

Woburn and Cambridge pay 30.4 cents a‘nd 
26 cents per 100 cubic feet, respectively. On 
the high end, Watertown and Arlington pay 64 
cents and 65 cents respectively. 

Town meeting members Rotondi, 
Mclndoe, and Zetler urged that the motion be 
tabled pending budget discussion. 

By a vote of 134-1, town meeting 
authorized payment of $1531 to Boston Edison 
for an August 1974 bill for lighting at Ginn 
Field. 

According to comptroller James J. 
Costello,the budget for fiscal year 1975 
eliminated the allocation for light at the field. 
The August f974 bill contained $1000 in 


Meeting wrestles with by-law 
and definition of family 9 


In an attempt to curb noise, congestion, 
litter, absentee landlords, and high rents, 
town meeting Thursday night amended the 
zoning by-laws to limit to three the number of 
unrelated persons allowed to live together as 
a single, integral housekeeping unit. 

After an hour and a half of discussion 
peppered by references to "swingers,” 
“foster placement,” and “obscenities,” town 
meeting voted the decrease from four to 
three. 

It also voted to include foster home 
placement in the definition of family, which 
will now read, “Any number of persons 
related to one another by blood, adoption, 
foster home placement, or marriage plus not 
more than two additional persons, all residing 
together as a single, integral housekeeping 
unit or, where such persons are not related by 
blood..., not more than three persons residing 
together as a single, integral housekeeping 
unit.” 

Proponents of article 16 spoke of the large 
number of complaints from neighbors who 
live near houses which rent rooms to tran¬ 
sients. 

Norman Sherman, zoning administrator, 
said that complaints include the large 
number and variety of automobiles, trucks, 
and motorcycles with their accompanying 
noise and congestion. 

He said, “The transient nature of the 
rentals leads, not only to rubbish, litter, and 
noise, but to fragmented rental prices.” 

In response to the question of whether 
changing the number from four to three 
would solve the problem, Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall said, “There is a significant 
difference between having the number of 
unrelated persons living together four or 
three. Two adult males and two adult females 
together can masquerade as one family. 
Three adults, however, are generally not 
acknowledged in this society to be a basic 
family unit.” 

This reference to a menage a trois brought 
chuckles from the audience, who was further 
amused when Randall went on to say, “Four 
adults bringing in four incomes can sub¬ 
stantially increase the rental rates as well as 
the population of the town of Winchester.” 

Joan Pelletier, also speaking on behalf of 
the article said that several neighbors had 
called to complain to her as a town meeting 
member about the obscene language and 
behavior their children were exposed to. # 

Opponents to changing the number of 
unrelated persons living together included 
William Cassidy, a long-time resident of the 
town and a realtor here. He said, “I am op¬ 
posed to this article on two grounds. One, I 
have a personal financial interest in this 
matter. Two, circumstances have changed. 
The large house with many bedrooms which 
families were able to afford in the past are 
now out of range with f7el, taxes, and the cost 
of upkeep out of bounds.” 

He further cited the elderly who may be 
retiring but still want to live in Winchester. 

“Under the article before us,” he said, 


“they would be limited to taking in three 
boarders to help pay expenses. The only 
‘benefit’ to the town if we pass this article is to 
get rid of its elderly. We ore far from the 
student meccasof Boston and Cambridge. We 
attract young professionals, not ‘swingers.’ ” 

Town meeting members Wells and 
Henriqucz further opposed the article by 
suggesting that the meeting wait until a study 
group in the fall looks into housing 
requirements and possible changes for 
Winchester. 

William Cummings of the planning board 
responded that the study would concentrate 
more on the conversion of large houses into 
two-family dwellings rather than on this 
specific problem. 

The article finally passed 111-36 after it 
was amended to include foster children in the 
definition of family. 

Hewis charges 
meeting illegal 

Town Meeting Member Arthur J. Hewis 
Jr. has charged that the annual town meeting, 
convened May 10, is not a duly constituted 
town meeting. Hewis based his charge on two 
legal points, namely that: 

1) The finance committee failed to report 
on all articles in the warrant by seven days 
before the first session of the meeting, and, 

2) The annual town report of the other 
town committees was not printed before the 
start of the first session. 

At the opening session May 10, Hewis 
raised a point-of-order, citing Article II, 
Section 2 as amended of the General By-Laws 
of the Town of Winchester, dated March 17, 
1958. He further referred to the General Laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
Chapter 40, Sections 49 and 50. 

After Town Moderator Raymond Kenney 
declared that the Town meeting was indeed 
properly in order, Hewis moved to adjourn 
the meeting until May 20 to give the FinCom 
and the selectmen time to issue their reports. 

The relevant passage in the town by-laws 
states that the FinCom “shall consider all 
business, whether or not of a financial nature, 
proposed to be acted upon at all Town 
Meetings...except such matters not involving 
the finances of the Town as may be referred 
to other Committees, and shall report at all 
such meetings, their report on the business 
proposed to be acted upon at the Annual Town 
Meeting to be in print. Such report shall be 
distributed...not later than the seventh day 
next preceding the first session of the Annual 
Town Meeting...” 

The state law reads: “The selectmen,

arrears on service by Boston Edison. 

Through a misunderstanding of the cost 
level, the arrears, and a lack of money, the 
bill was not paid. 

Two other articles were indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article 26, dealing with a grant to install 
curb cuts, and article 27, construction of signs 
and lights for school traffic zones, were both 
postponed. 

Town Engineer John Ciarcia said that a 
$25,000 grant to install curb cuts for 
wheelchairs and elderly citizens would have 
to be used by Novemer 27. He saidthat the 


federal funds would not be available after 
that time. 

He anticipated about 50-60 cuts would be 
made, some on Main street and Washington 
street, but most in the center. 

In some cases the slope of the cut, one inch 
every foot, would have to start at the building 
where the cut is to be made. 

Questions of safety and feasibility of 
digging up sidewalks all over town were the

main reasons for the motion to indefinitely 
postpone the article. 

Former selectman William Chapman 
attended the discussion on this matter. He 
said, “I do not consider myself handicapped 
(Chapman walks with the aid of mechanical 
supports). I must point out, however, that 
what is looked upon as a help to one person 
can be a hazard to another.” 

Of primary concern to Chapman ns well as 
to other opponents of the article, was the 
problem of icy slopes, especially for persons 
in wheelchairs or on crutches. Also men¬ 
tioned was the danger to children on bicycles. 
Children would be able to go straight into the 
street from the sidewalk with a great deal of 
ease and potential danger. 

It is mandatory that newly constructed 
sidewalks include curb cuts. 

Article 27, indefinitely postponed, would 
have authorized the construction of school 
traffic school zones. 

A trial program has been nearly com¬ 
pleted at the Vinson-Owen school. Until the 
town has a chance to evaluate the effect of the 
signs, lights, and esthetics of the school 
traffic zone, construction at the other schools 
will not begin. 

The program is 100 per cent reimbursable 
by the state Department of Public Works. 

According to Selectmen Chairman 
Sullivan esthetic values must be considered. 
“Several members of this board, as well as 
others, are beginning to feel that the school 
traffic zone signs and lights make Winchester 
look like route 15 in Connecticut,” he quipped. 

The next session of the town meeting is 
scheduled for Monday night, May 24, at the 
high school. At this session, the finance 
committee’s budget will receive town 
meeting scrutiny.

before the annual town meeting, shall ... print 
the annual town report, for the use of the 
inhabitants, containing the report of the 
selectmen...the report of the school com¬ 
mittee, and, except as otherwise provided by 
vote or by-law of the town, of other such of¬ 
ficers and boards as consider it expedient to 
make a report...” 

In a written statement to The Star, Hewis 
said, “Our laws have always contained 
provisions for proper notification to all the 
citizens within a specified time period before 
the actual time of the meeting.” 

Outlining his actions at the May 10 
meeting. Hewis continues: “First. 1 raised a 
point-of-order in which I cited Article II. 
Section 2 ... of the General By-Laws of the 
Town of Winchester...” Hewis argues that 
this was not complied with by the Fin Com. 

Then, referring to Section 49, Chapter 40 of 
the General Laws, he states, “This was not 
complied with by the board of selectmen.” 

“Town counsel in his legal response did not 
address himself to either of the above written 
laws,” Hewis continues, “but directed his 
comments to the new Charter and a provision 
therein requiring the finance committee to 
report on the budget seven days before action 
on the budget and referred to my quoted legal 
provisions to the effect that they were only 
traditional! 

“I then raised a second point-of-order 
requesting that town counsel be directed to 
give his legal opinion on the two laws which 1 
had read to the meeting. The moderator 
declared he (town counsel) had given his 
opinion and ruled this point not to be in or¬ 
der,” the statement reads. 

“It was only after this dialogue and the 
reading of a motion by the moderator (to lay- 
on-the-table Articles 1-6) that I made my 
motion to adjourn to May 20, at which time 
the finance committee and selectmen could 
comply with the laws.” 


Article 1 dealt with receiving and placing 
on file the town reports; obviously, without 
the reports, they could not be acted upon. 

Hewis concludes: “As conditions now exist 
the town meeting is acting illegally and im¬ 
properly. Any person aggrieved by any ac¬ 
tion, vote or inaction (such as indefinite 
postponement) has sufficient grounds for 
redress in a court of law.” 

Hewis noted that he was not at present 
prepared to take the matter to court because 
of the substantial expense involved.

The Equal Opportunity Law, Chapter 622, 
presently being implemented in 
Massachusetts, guarantees that “no child 
may be prevented from or discriminated 
against in obtaining the advantages, 
privileges and courses of study in public 
schools on account of the child’s race, color, 
sex, religion or national origin.”

X-ray “bursts” 

provide mystery 

for local physicist 

Dr. Walter H.G. Lewin, 25 
Squire rd., a professor of 
physics and a member of the 
M.I.T. Center for Space 
Research, has said recently 
that he and his associates have 
detected several giant x-ray 
“bursts" that may provide a 
clue to spectacular things 
going on deep inside our 
galaxy. 

The hursts arc particularly 
interesting because they come 
from very near the center of 
our Milky Way galaxy. . 

“The central regions of 
galaxies, in general, are quite 


mysterious and very much a 
closed book.” according to 
Professor Lewin, who reported 
the bursts recently in an 
International Astronomical 
Union circular. 

Visible light from the central 
region of the Milky Way is 
absorbed by dust, and our only 
information about this region 
comes from radio waves, in¬ 
frared radiation, and x-rays. 

The bursts resemble other 
puzzling x-ray bursts reported 
recently by astrophysicists at 
Harvard University; the 
University in Utrecht, The 
Netherlands: and M.I.T. The 
latter bursts probably come 
from a “globular cluster,” 
which is a cluster of a million 
stars or more. They last about 
15 seconds. During that short 
period the "explosions” that 
produce the x-ray bursts 


radiate about a million times 
more energy than our sun does. 

Dr. Lewin and his associates, 
Dr. Jeffrey Hoffman. Dr. 
David Hearn, and graduate 
student John Doty, are now 
trying to locate the source—or 
sources—more precisely and to 
determine whether the hursts 
repeat with any pattern. 

Dr. Lewin said that about a 
dozen persons are working 
night and day to unravel the 
mysteries about the bursts. 

Scientists at Smithsonian 
Observatory in Cambridge 
have already suggested that 
the bursts come from a black 
hole of about a thousand solar 
masses, buried in the globular 
cluster. 

(Black holes are objects with 
gravitational fields so strong 
that nothing, not even 
radiation, can escape them. 


Any matter or even light 
c oming tooclose to a black hole 
would be sucked up and never 
seen again.) 

“There have been 
speculations for decades that 
centers of galaxies might hold 
super-duper massive black 
holes, of maybe a million solar 
masses," Professor Lewin 
said. “So far. information 
about the bursts is too scant to 
be considered evidence, or 
even a hint, that they are 
produced by massive black 
holes.” 

The studies are being con¬ 
ducted using data from SAS-3 
(Small Astronomy Satellite 3), 
an x-ray astronomy satellite 
launched into earth* orbit last 
May by the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration.

Mrs. Marcia Wood, our new Historical 
Society president, added greatly to the in¬ 
terest of this adventure, by applying her keen 
knowledge of old lace and how it was made 
and added to the delightful, old and charming 
clothing on display throughout the house. 

The butter room filled with fascinating old 
tools and butter and cheese making equip¬ 
ment as well as flax and spinning tools added 
another dimension to our day. 

Architect and historian Allen Hill noted 
that the same workmanship seen in 
Elizabethan homes in England is also seen in 
this house, making this house the Rosetta 
Stone of frame construction from the old 
world to the new. 

Mr. Hill announced that our next field trip 
would be to the Royall House in Medford. 
Even though you may have seen this house a 
dozen times, I can assure you that if you visit 
it with Allen Hill you will see it afresh with 
totally new insights.

Marathon spirit prevails 


Maybe Representative Sherman Salt¬ 
marsh does a better job on Beacon Hill than 
he did in Saturday’s marathon, but the 
“Whip” gets an A for trying. 

He finished last in the division for men 
over 36. 

He was one of 93 runners and hundreds of 
cheering townspeople who showed again a 
little bit of the Spirit of Winchester. 

While the idea of the marathon is a good 
one, there will have to be a couple of changes 
made to make the event safer for everyone. 

It is dangerous and foolish to try to stop 
running after racing for any length of time 
without easing out of stride. Runners need a 
stretch at the finish line where they can 
slowly pace themselves to a normal speed. 

Unfortunately, the police box in the center 
of town is not the best place for this finish line. 
Police tried to stop traffic whenever a runner 
was approaching the line, but sometimes the 
finishing times are very close. 

In one case, the ambulance had come 
down to the center to take a collapsed man to 
the hospital The driver was going very 
slowly, yes, hut that did not stop the runner 
who was coming over the finish line from 
running right into the side of the ambulance. 
He was not injured, but he could have been. 

Runners of any long distance races are in 
no condition to Ik* totally aware of what they 
are doing or where they are going after a 
seven-mile run in the sun. It is the respon¬ 
sibility of the officials and the police to make 
sure the event is as safe as it can be. 

Another suggestion for future races, and 
we hope that the Winchester marathon will 
become as famous as the Boston one, is to 
station water bearers and orange squeezers 
along the route. There were too many calls for 
water at the finish line and no one had water. 

It can be very hot in mid-May. Just a 
couple of places where runners know they can 
stop if they want might help make the race a 
little safer. 

Congratulations to everyone who ran, even 
if you only made it a few yards.

Indian pudding isn't really

New England’s famed Indian pudding was 
on the list of foods to sample which was 
compiled by an old friend visiting Boston last 
week. 

Ann Burckhardt, a food editor from the 
Minneapolis Star on assignment to cover 
Boston foods and collect recipes, already had 
sampled lobster in Gloucester, bouillabaisse 
on the Fish Pier, fancy seafood in Cambridge 
and plain seafood in Marblehead, when she 
decided to look for the classic New England 
dessert. 

In our research, we learned that the dish 
did not originate with the Indians who lacked 
most of the ingredients. The name came from 
the fact that the colonists called corn “Indian 
corn” to differentiate it from wheat which 
they called corn as the British do. The pud¬ 
ding search started with the perennially 
popular Durgin-Park restaurant in the 
Quincy market area. The recipe which they 
distribute is very, traditional, but the five- 
hour cooking time and lack of spices might 
deter some cooks and palates. 

The next stop was the Col. Ebenezer Crafts 
Publick House on the Common in Sturbridgo 
Village. My native-born spouse who was 
raised on baked beans and brown bread gave 
it his approval because of the fragrant ad.- 
ditions of ginger, allspice and cinnamon. 

Ann went back home on Sunday with 
Haydn Pearson’s favorite recipe. The late 


columnist for the old Boston Herald was 
famous for his countryman diaries and 
recipes written from his farm in New 
Hampshire. He said he adapted this recipe 
with much experimentation. 

Haydn's Indian Pudding 

6 tablespoons yellow corn meal 

12 cup molasses 

34 cups hot milk 

:, i cup cold milk 

1-3 cup plus 1 tablespoon sugar 

' i cup light brown sugar 

2 eggs, beaten 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
a 4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon ginger 
'-teaspoon cinnamon 
' i teaspoon allspice 

Mix the corn meal and molasses. Add hot 
milk. Cook over medium heat until the con¬ 
sistency of light gruel, stirring all the time. 
Add sugar, eggs, brown sugar, butter and 
seasonings and mix well. Pour into a greased 
baking dish. Bake at 300 degrees. After 20 
minutes stir mixture well. After 45 minutes 
from the start of the baking time, stir in cold 
milk and mix well again. Bake at 300 degrees 
for about two hours more. Watch carefully the 
last few minutes. When properly baked it has 
u thick brown crust on top. Serve warm with 
non-traditional ice cream.

In the clover 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

My "Field Guide to Wild Flowers” — 
Roger Tory Peterson, 1968 — lists about 25 
different kinds of clover. It purports to be a 
"field guide” only so there is no doubt in my 
mind that only the more common varieties 
have been described, for lack of space. There 


may well be many more varieties unlisted 
then listed. 

He says that clover is a member of the 
Leguminosae, or Pea family, a very large 
family, indeed. He says further that clover 
has "leaflets in 3’s.” and bears flowers that 
are red. pink, white or yellow, according to 
variety. 

Nowhere in his "Guide,” however, does he 
mention the fact that these three leaflet 
plants sometimes have an occasional variant 
which puts forth the so-called "Lucky" four, 
or sometimes five-leaflet dusters. I do not 
know the ratio between the standard three’s 
and these variants of four or five, but I would 
hazard a wild guess that it might be one in a 
million — or half that, who knows? As far as 
I am concerned. Peterson is substantially 
correct when he says that the plant has 
"leaflets in 3’s”. 

In spite of their relative rarity, however, 
there are many people who can spot them 
frequently, but usually more or less by ac¬ 
cident, almost never on demand! My mother 
could find them easily, and whether she 
taught me, or whether I inherited the peculiar 
ability from her, I cannot say, but I have been' 
a* four-leaf-clover-finder since I can 
remember. 

(And I can remember back to "Halley’s 
Comet” — sitting, night after night — or 
rather, evening after evening, like a fiery 
shuttleclock, on the western horizon at 
sunset, lower and lower each night, until it 
finally dropped out of sight behind the dark 
shoulder of Asnebumskit. A few more years, 
and 1 hope to see it again.) 

But to get back, after seventy-odd years, 
to the clovers. I guess I can safely say that I 
must have found well over a thousand fours, 
fivest and even a six a petiole with a double 
cluster of three!) during that long span of 
years. 

(I know full well, when I say this, that 
those who have never found a four-leaf clover 
in their lives will never trust anything I say 
again! But I know, too, that those who can 
find them, and do find them, will not be quite 
so doubtful of my veracity.) I was talking 
with Cathy Fallon one day a year or two ago 
in front of her house. A neighbor's lawn, with 
a two or three foot wall, was at my elbow. 
(The lawn was raised up, I mean, almost to 
elbow height). As we talked, I chanced to look 
down and there was a patch of large-leaved, 
healthy, clover right in front of me. "What’s 
that, Cathy? I asked. "Why, its a four-leaf 
clover,” she answered. “Where there is one. 
there will likely be more,” I told her. True 
enough, we picked six beautys. large, long 


stemmed, white clovers, all four-leaf 
speciments, right there on her neighbor’s 
lawn. 

That is part of the secret. If you find one, 
keep looking in the same spot. Chances are 
that the plant that bears the variant genes 
will have put forth several others beside the 
one you have already found. Once I found 50 

a whole cap full on one plant, when I was a 
kid! 

Furthermore, I think, but I cannot prove, 
that it becomes easier to find them as the 
season progresses. I seem to find more in 
midsummer, or fall, than I do in spring. For 
instance, I haven’t found one yet this spring! 
There is no guarantee goes with looking for 
them; sometimes you find them, more often 
you don’t! 

For instance, we walked through dozens of 
lush, green fields and meadows, looking for 
pre-historic dolmen and so-called "Passage 
graves” in Southern Ireland; but, although 
the clover certainly does thrive in the 
Emerald Island, growing everywhere large 
and luxuriant, with leaf clusters three inches, 
or more across, or stems six, seven or more 
inches long, 1 must confess that I failed ut¬ 
terly to find a single four-leaved clover 
anywhere in Ireland — or, in Europe, itself, 
for that matter, either! Maybe the gene does 
exist across the ocean. Maybe that couldl 
explain my failure! I hate to admit defeat! Or 
could it be that you lose the gift, as you grow 
older?) Wouldn’t know!

Major Street-A street which, in the 
opinion of the Board, is being used or will 
be used as a thoroughfare within the 
Town of Winchester or which otherwise 
carry a heavy volume of traffic. 

Collector 8treet-A street intercepting 
one (1) or more streets and which, in the 
opinion of the Board, is used to carry a 
substantial volume of traffic from such 
streets to a major or collector street or 
community facility, or which includes a 
principal entrance street to a large 
subdivision or group of subdivisions. 

Minor Street-A street which, in the 
opinion of the Board, Is being used or will 
be used primarily, to provide access to 
abutting lots, and which is not intended 
for use by through traffic."

However, after the initial shock in self- 
defense I found out how to keep any number 
of students busy playing and learning 
together.” 

The apparent love and respect her 
students feel for Mrs. Thomas, (she still 
teaches violin in her home) may be explained 
by the love she feels in return. 

“This is what any school teacher has to 
do,"she says. "Teaching a group of children 
to play the violin doesn’t seem to me to be any 
more difficult than teaching the three R’s or 
anything else.” 

But teaching violin didn’t stop in the 
classroom or home setting. Mrs. Thomas 
founded the music club in Winchester for a

special reason. 

"The idea for the music club came,” she 
explains, "when I realized how few op¬ 
portunities music students have today to 
perform for others besides one’s teacher and 
one’s family. The old-fashioned "teacher 
recital” at the end of a year is not for the 
students.” 

To remedy this problem, Mrs. Thomas 
formed an organization which existed for the 
students. 

Always the teacher, Mrs. Thomas says,

students need short-term goals.” 

What are those goals? "Students should 
have encouragement and recognition of their 
achievements. It is of interest to them to hear 
what other students are doing,” she explains 
with enthusiasm. "The idea is so obviously 
good that teachers and mothers responded so 
whole-heartedly and have kept the club 
running smoothly over the years.” 

The heart of Mrs. Thomas’s teaching lies 
in her philosophy. 

"^pules are kept simple to allow for ex¬ 
periment and change, elastic enough to allow 
growth while maintaining quality in the 
music to be performed,” is Mrs. Thomas’s 
credo. 

Testifying to her skill and love as a teacher 
were the students and parents who attended 
Sunday’s concert by the music club. After 
years and years of devotion Mrs. Thomas is 
going to slow down a bit.

The "Colonel Baldwin” 
resembles in exact size and proportions one of 
the old Middlesex Canal packet boats which 
were pulled along the towpaths of Winchester 
until 1851. 

The town archives will be open to the 
public, and there will be several displays 
upstairs in the Sanborn House, including the 
Cornelius Geary Doll House and prize¬ 
winning entries from the recent Bicentennial 
contest sponsored by the Community School 
Association and the historical society. 

Among the latter, which were created by 
fourth, fifth, and sixth graders from the 


town’s elementary schools, are papers, 
models, and crafts. Some of the models are of 
the Middlesex Canal; first prize winner 
Malcolm Lee’s creation was a model of a 
canal packet boat. 

Six Victorian homes will be visited on the 
tour, most of them relatively unchanged over 
time. Styles represented include Octagon; 
Queen Anne Shingle; Colonial Revival; 
Beaux Art Classical Revival; and Adamesque 
Colonial Revival. 

Members and friends of the historical 
society plan to serve as hostesses at these 
houses. Tickets for the tour may be obtained 
at the Winchester Archival Center during 
regular hours (Tuesdays from 1-5 p.m. and 
Wednesdays from 7-10 p.m.) and at Hen¬ 
derson’s Star Stationary in the center, after 
May 24.

Congressman (D), of the State of 
Massachusetts 7th Congressional District, 
follows: 

Candidate Bartholomew J. Conte will start 
a series of press conferences across the 7th 
Congressional District, to further announce 
his plans for his campaign. His an¬ 
nouncement of his candidacy has been 
delayed due to a study and voter sampling 
that was taken to test the interest and polling 
of the viability of his candidacy.

The centerpiece and theme of his cam¬ 
paign structure will evolve around issues and 
campaign strategy that will stop the 
dismantling of the economy in 
Massachusetts, and especially in the 7th 
Congressional District.

5. We must absolutely overhaul the un¬ 
workable and wasteful welfare system that 
drains the life blood from the people of the 
state who work so hard. A complete 
modernization and management efficiency 
program must be put into effect with greater 
degrees of administration quality. 

6. It is very important that we improve the 
Social Security system, so as to guarantee 
and strengthen the benefits working in 
conjunction with a program of a guaranteed 
annual wage if this does not come about this 
year. 

7. The development of cheaper and safer 
alternatives for sources of energy should be 
put on the front burner to tie in with Project 
Independence 1980. A combined effort on the 
part of the private sector as well as the public 
sector of the government is needed to 
eventually give relief from the super rich oil

According to Kiley, “There is no limitation 
on topics of discussion at the forums, although 
we will concentrate on transit service rather 
than our construction program, which 
already has a program of public hearings.” 

“The forums will be run town-meeting 
style, with an open, question and answer 
format," he added. 

The meetings are open to residents of all 
communities in the corridor and anyone else 
interested. Both forums will begin at 7:30 
p.m. and end around 10.

Winchester High 
business dept, 
has career week

What do you want to be doing five or ten 
years from now? This and other questions 
were asked in a career awareness week 
recently held in Katherine Bateman’s 
typewriting classes at Winchester High 
School. 

Careers that will be opening up in the next 
ten years was a topic of discussion as well as 
which careers may need a college education, 
a two-year technical education, or just a high 
school diploma. 

Some of the careers that should be 
avoided, according to the US Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, 1967 Report, are: civil engineering, 
journalism, art, history, sociology, 
philosophy, language, music, psychology, 
economics, political science, law, chemistry, 
geology, food science, meteorolgy, 
oceanography, physics, and elementary and 
secondary education. 

Individuals majoring in the health fields, 
except graduating nurses who will experience 
no trouble getting work in hospitals, will find 
it more difficult to obtain jobs in research and 
health clinics. 

The career fields that will need qualified, 
well-trained people in large numbers are: 
chemical, mechanical, electrical, industrial 
and nuclear engineering; nursing; ac¬ 
counting; banking; medicine; dentistry; 


computer programming; drafting; 
secretarial and clerical; business ad¬ 
ministration; and all sorts of technicians, 
repairmen, and mechanics. 

One of the most practical experiences 
gained during the week was a requirement 
that each student fill out a job application 
form, compose and type a personal resume, 
and submit a formal letter of application for a 
position. 

Many suggestions were discussed con¬ 
cerning the job and or college interview; and 
to climax the week, two mock interviews 
were held — one headed by Vincent Larocco, 
principal, and other by Anthony DiBiase, 
guidance department head. 

Mrs. Bateman demonstrated the inap¬ 
propriate techniques to avoid during an in¬ 
terview; and her student teacher, Virginia 
Masiers, demonstrated the correct 
techniques to use in an interview. The in¬ 
terviews proved to be amusing as well as 
informative. 

The importance of business skills and 
knowledge was emphasized whether one 
decides to enter the business world directly 
upon graduation from high school or college. 
Business skills can be beneficial to everyone 
at any time in their lives, whether it is helping 
to pay college tuition or to provide a 
satisfying, profitable career. 

It must be pointed out that most of the field 
opening up involve business; and realistically 
speaking, students should explore this field 
before deciding what career to enter. Many of 
these business skills are offered at the high 
school level and should be taken advantage of 
there since students can receive this 
background with no extra cost to their 
parents.

State Senator John W. Bullock has ex¬ 
pressed his vehement opposition to Governor 
Dukakis’ refusal to accept $51 million in 
federal funds for highway safety im¬ 
provements in Massachusetts. 

Senator Bullock objected to the Gover¬ 
nor’s actions at a hearing of the Legislature’s 
Committee on Transportation of which he is a 
member. At that hearing, testimony was 
heard regarding a bill which has been filed by 
House Speaker McGee and Senate President 
Harrington to force the Governor to accept 
the funds. 

Bullock said that the Governor’s position 
on this matter is indefensible and, “not only 
would this program prevent many injuries or 
fatalities cause by auto accidents, but the 
projects involved could put up to 4,000 con¬ 
struction workers back on the job.” The 
resulting “snowball effect” of putting this 
many additional people to work. Bullock said, 
could provide another 5,000 jobs to people of 
this state who may now be unemployed and 
collecting welfare or unemployment com¬ 
pensation. 

Bullock went on to critizc Dukakis for his 
insensitivity to the employment and tax 
problems in the Commonwealth. “On the one 
hand, the Governor says he wishes to keep 
business in Massachusetts in order to create a 
healthy economy; and, then he turns around 
and vetoes a multi-million dollar program 
which could pump renewed life into the 
•‘date's economy by creating jobs, providing 
local firms with badly needed business.” 
Massachusetts now only receives about 
twenty-five cents from every tax dollar the 
State’s residents send to the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Bullock said that while the Governor 
preaches fiscal austerity his actions indicate 
otherwise. “Last year, I voted against his 
largest-in-history’ tax package which was 
detrimental to the state’s economy and this 
year I find myself opposing him on a program 
which could only improve the Massachusetts 
economy.” 

Senator Bullock joined with a majority of 
the members of the Transportation Com¬ 
mittee and voted to report out favorablv the 
McGee-Harrington bill. “Athlthough these

projects may not be the highest priority 
transportation projects in the state,” Bullock 
said, “I do not think we should reject this 
opportunity to put people to work on a 
program which may save many lives.” 

Bullock noted that the state’s final 
decision on this matter must be made by June 
30. He suggested that those concerned should 
write Governor Dukakis at the State House, 
Boston, 02133 and urge him to change his 
mind and accept the federal funds. 

Group fighting 
water pollution 
seeks public help 

A public workshop on Section 208 of the 
1972 Water Pollution Control Act will be held 
on June 14 at 7:30 p.m. at the Edith Fox 
Library, 175 Mass ave. in Arlington. Through 
the workshop citizens will have a chance to 
participate in future watershed planning in 
this area, including the Mystic Lakes and 
river. 

The meeting, sponsored by the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council (MAPC) 
and the Mystic River Watershed Association 
(MRWA) will feature a 208 resource team, 
respresenting all areas of 208 work. 

For instance there will be someone 
studying pollution from specific locations 
such as factories and someone else con¬ 
centrating on pollution from extensive areas, 
such as urban run-off. The 208 staff will ex¬ 
plain their approach to planning for future 
growth to 1995 and will discuss how this 
growth will affect the Mystic watershed. 

The staff needs public input to the project 
on questions like, what problems need the 
most attention? Are any important parts of 
the watershed being neglected? Where is 
more study necessary?

Rev. Bernard M. Hoy, producer since 1968 
of St. Mary’s CYO’s annual musical ex¬ 
travaganza, will be leaving Winchester on 
Tuesday for a new assignment at Sacred 
Heart Parish in Lexington. All townspeople 
are invited to a farewell reception in his honor 
Sunday from 3:30 to 5:30 p.m. in St. Mary’s 
parish hall. 


Father Hoy hears a uniform response 
from Winchester kids to his leaving. “They 
ask, ‘What about the show?’ It’s so important 
to them.” 

He has worked w ith young people since his 
ordination in 1956. Bom in Lynn, he attended 
public schools and St. Mary’s High School 
there before entering St. John’s Seminary in 
Brighton. 

Before coming to Winchester in 1965 he 
was assigned to Sacred Heart Parish in 
Weymouth Landing. 

When teenagers in Winchester complained 
to Father Hoy about having nothing to do, he 
suggested the idea of a musical to them. “I 
remembered this as being a lot of fun when I 
was in high school and thought it might be fun 
for them. Some things never change. 

“They took to the idea right away, and it 
grew. Young people enjoy singing and dan¬ 
cing.” To say it grew is putting it mildly. The 
first show had 50 performers. The 1975 
production had a cast of 300. 

The only requirements for cast members 
were that they be students from the ninth 
through twelfth grade. The annual show 
became an ecumenical venture. 

“It opened up to the entire town,” says 
Father Hoy. “From the beginning it was a 
town show under the auspices of the CYO.” 

At first the exacting professional direction 
of Ed Rooney was a new experience for the 
kids. “Ed Rooney conquered, and they 
learned to respect him because they saw the 
results of his discipline,” says Father Hoy. 

Weeks of rehearsals and hard work 
learning routines preceded each show. “What 
made me feel so good about these shows was 
that after adults saw them, they’d be talking 
about young people in a positive way and 
praising them. It was really good to hear,” he 
says. “It’s good for kids to be given credit for 
something.” 
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Rev. Bernard M. Hoy 
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Father Hoy has already begun to see some 
of the fruits of his work. “I’ve been here ten 
years, long enough to see the young people 
who were in the youth activities in the early 
years in Winchester come back. 

“They’re helping now in many ways, with 
the CYO, as members of the parish council 
and coaching basketball teams,” he says. 
“That’s something I feel good about.” 

An example of how the CYO show in¬ 
fluenced a Winchester student came to light 
recently. The student is Tom Lombardo, who 
graduated from St. Anselm’s College in New 
Hampshire this month. As a senior at St. 
Anselm’s, Tom was working as a juvenile 
officer in Goffstown, N.H. The kids he was 
working with complained that there was 
nothing to do. 

“He remembered how much the CYO 
show meant to him, and he called me to get 
Mr. Rooney’s telephone number, thert called 
him to see if he would put on a show,” says 
Father Hoy. 

Tom Lombardo’s inspiration caused many 
townspeople in Goffstown to get involved in 
the musical, and it was a very successful 
production. 

Father Hoy sees a future for the CYO 
show. “I hope the tradition will carry on. The 
spirit of the young people will see to that. I 
believe in young people and trust them, and 
there’s a great bond between us,” he says. 

And that’s why he so he’s so successful 
with them.

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Rehab projects 
get top nod in 
meeting session 

Town meeting took article 5 out of order at 
the session Monday night in order to receive 
the report of the capital improvements 
planning committee which offered its 
program of capital improvements priorities 
for the next five years. 

Top priority goes to three rehabilitative 
projects — school grounds, high school 
stadium seats, and renewal of the town yard. 

Total cost of these three projects will be 
$420,000 over the next five years. Of that 
amount, $40,000 for stadium seats is part of 
the school maintenance budget. 

Of important but not critical priority, 
according to the CIP committee report, are 
enlarging administrative office space, im¬ 
proving the Lockeland playground and 
Leonard pool, building a DPW facility, and 
rehabilitating the cemetery roads. 

The cemetery budget includes the 
rehabilitation of the roads. The total cost of 
these projects of secondary priority is un¬ 
determined due to the unknown cost of the 
administrative office space. The DPW 
facility, however, is expected to cost one and 
a half million dollars, over the next five 
years. 

Total capital expediture for fiscal year 77 
is projected at $1,560,500. 

School board 
cuts $10,627 
from budget 

Pursuant to a meeting with the finance 
committee last Thursday night, the school 
committee has revised its proposed budget by 
cutting an additional $10,627 from the school 
department's personal services budget. 

At the Thursday meeting, the FinCom 
recommended reductions in the school budget 
for next year totaling about $150,000. These 
cuts were also to be taken out of the personal 
services budget. The school committee was 
strongly opposed to these cuts. 

The reductions approved at the school 
committee meeting Tuesday night included: 

—A reduction in the provision for 
secretarial overtime totalling $2,000; 

—A reduction in longevity payments 
amounting to $4750; 

Reductions in study increments (in¬ 
creases granted to teachers as a result of 
credit received for additional study in their 
particular field) totaling $3877.

another $107,257 in local aid 


Town could get 

If a move to restore local aid to cities and 
towns by five municipal associatons is suc¬ 
cessful, Winchester stands to pick up $107,257 
over and above the governor’s 1977 fiscal year 
local aid estimate. 

Senate Ways and Means Chairman James 
A. Kelly (D-Oxford) sponsored an additional 
local aid amendment to a deficiency budget 
bill which has received initial approval of the 
Senate. 

Presidents of five municipal groups have 
pledged their support of the amendment 
which will restore $45.3 million in local aid 
funds for cities and towns. They include the 
Mass. Selectmen’s Association, League of 
Cities and Towns, Mayors’ Association, 
Municipal Management Association, and 


Association of Town Finance Committees. 

Presdident Richard Moore of the Select¬ 
men’s Association, said, “Prompt passage 
and signing of Senator Kelly’s bill will allow 
the state to issue a supplemental cherry sheet 
before cities and towns set their 1976-77 tax 
rates." 

Under the Kelly proposal, every com¬ 
munity would receive a 14.5 per cent increase 
in Chapter 70 educational aid. The additional 
amount received would range from $6.4 
million for Boston to $220 for little Gosnold. 

President Richard Leary of the Mass. 
League of Cities and Towns (MCLT) said that 
“this is still below last year’s Chapter 70 aid 
levels, but with the state's financial 
problems, cities and towns are tightening 


their belts to share the burden. He said a 
recent MCLT survey of 22 per cent of the 
state's cities and towns showed that despite 
cutbacks in municipal budgets and services, 
two out of three communities expected to 
raise their tax rates. 

He said that “with state-mandated 
compulsory and binding arbitration, our 
hands have been tied on collective 
bargaining. We need additional state aid to 
offset the increased impact of other state- 
mandated programs as well.’’ 

Leaders of the five municipal groups have 
asked city and town officials, whom they have 
alerted to the bill, to ask their legislators to 
support the Kelly proposal. 


The budget: To cut or not 
to cut it is a hard question 


With a warning from Selectman Chairman 
John J. Sullivan that “if significant cuts are 
made in the budgets, there will be a reduction 
in many services," town meeting Monday 
night received the five per cent across the 
board budget report mandated by the 
December 4, 1975 town meeting. 

That town meeting requested a report be 
prepared to analyze that services might be 
reduced or eliminated in the event the town 
meeting this year reduces the 1976-77 budgets 
for personal services to a level five per cent 
lower than the amount appropriated for 1975- 
76. 

In other words, in the three areas con¬ 
sidered, schools, library, and town, amounts 
which would be reduced would be schools — 
$411,515; library $23,367; and town — 
$122,196. 

In its report to the town meeting members, 
the school committee stressed that it 
unanimously opposed the five per cent 
reduction, saying that each of the possible 
reductions in the report had already been 


After a lengthy discussion and a close 
vote, the town meeting Monday night ap¬ 
proved the finance committee’s recom¬ 
mended allocation of $69,362 for the town 
manager’s department. 

The discussion centered around whether 
the town manager’s recommendation of a 
budget and purchasing officer as a new 
position was a valid request. 

The FinCom recommended that the 
budget for that position (No. 1460) be 
eliminated and that a temporary position be 
created for a budget and purchasing officer to 
come within the town manager’s allocation. 
The clerk-stenographer also requested was 
not recommended by the FinCom. 

According to Town Manager Thomas 
Groux’s budget request, the office of 
budgeting and purchasing would “develop 
uniform purchase procedures, centralize 
purchases where economy of scale is 
possible, coordinate the awarding of con¬ 
tracts and examine all purchases for con¬ 
formance to budget.” 

Selectmen Chairman John Sullivan ex¬ 
plained further to town meeting members, 
“Right pow purchasing is handled by various 
boards without an encumbrance system. The 
question is what is the productivity of these 
various boards. In three years or so with a 
purchasing agent we can take a look at just 
what the productivity is." 

Now each of the departments, including 
the school department, handles its own 
purchasing. Under the direction of a budget 
and purchasing officer, Groux says, “We can 
see in a couple of years where economies can 
be sought. That is very difficult to do when 
each department is making its own pur¬ 
chases." 

James Hintlian, a member of the FinCom, 
expressed the need for purchasing agents 


considered and rejected. 

“Each of these reductions, in the 
judgment of the committee,” the report says, 
“is either not practically obtainable or unduly 
destructive of the caliber of education in 
Winchester.” 

The school committee’s possible areas of 
reduction in personal services budgets in¬ 
clude the following:

Town meeting at

Tonight’s session of the spring annual 
town meeting will be held in the McCall 
Junior High School auditorium at 7:45. 

Further sessions are expected to meet 
in the senior high school auditorium 


within the various departments. He said, 
“The school budget does not come under the 
control of the town manager. The manager 
must delegate purchasing powers within the 
areas of expertise which pertain for each of 
the agents. That includes the school depart¬ 
ment.” 

Sullivan responded that it was the in¬ 
tention of the new budget and purchasing 
officer to have jurisdiction over school 
purchases as well as other town needs. 

Mary Pronski, chairman of the school 
committee, spoke on behalf of the board and 
said, "We will be very cooperative in areas 
we feel are necessary.” 

Opponents to the hiring of a purchasing 
agent cited the town manager as the one who 
should be responsible. Stephen Parkhurst, 
former chairman of the school committee, 
suggested that the comptroller’s office should 
be the one to handle purchasing and 
budgeting He said, “The comptroller's office 
should be in financial control. This is where 
purchasing and budgeting function most 
complementarily.” 

Selectwoman Barbara Hankins explained 
that the comptroller reports directly to the 
board of selectmen. His job is to audit the 
reports of the town rather than oversee the 
purchasing for the boards. 

William Zetler, town meeting member, 
summed up the objections of those opposed to 
the creation of a new position by saying, 
"There is no demonstrated need for this new 
individual. It is easier to stop the ac¬ 
cumulation of bureaucracy before it begins." 

The vote on amending the budget 
allocation for the town manager's office to 
delete the office of a purchasing agent for the 
town was 68 to delete, 75 to retain the request. 

The final vote to allocate $69,362 to budget 
number 122 passed on a voice vote. 


already deleted; eliminate the equivalent of 
one junior high school assistant principal; 
shorten work year for academifc directors 
(this would require a change in collective 
bargaining agreements) and eliminate 
position ratios for all directors and coor¬ 
dinators (also requires a change); increase 
teaching loads of academic directors by 50 
per cent; decrease length of work year for all 
or most secondary school principals (would 
require collective bargaining agreement 
change). 

Those suggestions would eliminate $61,100 
from the personal services administrative 
budget. 

Further school committee budget 
reductions could be achieved by reducing 
elementary music, art, and physical 
education programs, eliminating all 
elementary school counseling for non-766 
children, eliminating position ratios for 
specialists and counselors. 

Reducing this personal services budget 
would save $49,825. 

A total reduction of $122,550 is shown in the 
instruction budget. Eliminate all program 
improvements listed in school committee fact 
sheet except evaluation of staff; eliminate all 
summer school, terminate all adult education 
and all teacher summer workshops; reduce 
secondary school library staff by two-thirds.

The complete set of Winchester’s by-laws 
will be available to the public and to town 
meeting members only if they buy a copy 
when the booklet is available after the state 
attorney general’s office gives approval to 
the amendments. 

Selectmen voted not to publish the by-laws 
in the newspaper or to post them on the town 
precinct bulletin boards, their only options 
until last year. 

In 1975, according to Town Manager 
Thomas J. Groux, the General Court passed a 
new law, Chapter 809, which amends the 
present statute and now permits 
municipalities to do away with both the 
printing of the by-laws in newspapers as well 
as posting on bulletin boards. 

If towas do not use either of those methods 
of public notice, they must publish as a legal 
notice the attorney general’s letter approving 
the by-laws. That publication must run for 
three weeks. 

Five hundred copies of the by-laws will be 
printed by the town and distributed to town 
officials. Anyone else wishing a copy will 
have to buy one. 

Subject to the legality of selling the 
document, they will be made available when 
ready at the Town Hall. Town meeting 
members will also have to purchase their 
copies. 

A vote of the selectmen was necessary to 
reach this decision and all members voted in 
favor except Edward O’Connell, who voiced 
opposition to asking town meeting members 
to buy a document they would need. 

Barbara Hankins cited the precedent of 
charging for town documents in the case of 
the zoning by-laws. 

Arthur Dunbar, who made the motion to 
charge no more than cost for the booklets, 
said that one-third of the town meeting seats 
are subject to change every year when new 
elections are h Id. He thought it would be too 
expensive to give each member a copy. 


Dunbar added that by charging for the 
document, if a new printing becomes 
necessary the money raised from selling 
could be turned back into another printing. 

A ruling on the legality of selling the 
document is still needed.

Town Manager Thomas J. Groux has 
named a screening committee to assist him in 
reviewing resumes and interviewing can¬ 
didates for the position of director of piiblic 
works. 

The new DPW represents a consolidation 
of the present highway, water and sewer, 
park, and cemetery departments. 

According to Groux, the new DPW will 
take over on July 1, but the screening and 
selection of director is not expected to be 
complete until August 1. 

In recruiting for the director, Groux has" 
advertised throughout New England in 
various professional journals and newsletters 
that have a circulation among engineers and 
public works administrators. 

The screening committee will be holding 
regular meetings at Town Hall to go over 
resumes and interview candidates. The 
committee then will submit its recom¬ 
mendation to the town manager. 

The screening committee consists of the 
following: Robert Armstrong, chairman, 15 
Chestnut st.; Sarah Cincotta, 9 Trinity rd.; 
John Driscoll, 33 Everett ave.; Robert 
Grenzeback, 16 Mason st.; and Edward

Rites for Cong. Macdonald to be held tomorrow 


Funeral services will be held tomorrow for 
Congressman Torbert Hart Macdonald who 
died last Friday at the Bethesda Naval 
Hospital at the age of 59. 

Mr. Macdonald was born in Malden and 
attended Malden and Medford public schools 
and Phillips Andover Academy. He was a 
graduate of both Harvard College and Har¬ 
vard Law- School. He captained the Harvard 
football team, was an All-East halfback, and 
in 1973, was inducted into the Harvard 
Football Hall of Fame. After graduation from 
Harvard, he turned down a Rhodes 
Scholarship to try out for the New York 
Yankees. 

A PT boat commander in World War II, 
Macdonald won the silver star for heroism in 
New Guinea, as well as the purple heart. 
Before winning election to Congress in 1954, 
he practiced law in Boston and served as 
counsel to the National Labor Relations 
Board.

Kidney campaign 
wins early support 

Preliminary results indicate that residents 
of Winchester are strongly supporting the 
Kidney Foundation of Massachusetts Gift of 
Life Campaign. John Sullivan, Winchester 
Community Campaign chairman, reports 
substantial contributions in the early week of 
the campaign.

tracurricular activities and athletics. A 
possible $116,064 could be saved by 
eliminating all interscholastic athletics at the 
high school, deleting all nonathletic ex¬ 
tracurricular activities at the high school and 
both junior highs, and discontinuing all 
elementary school intramural athletics. 

The final area for possible reduction is 
miscellaneous. This would terminate comm- 
munity use of schools program; eliminate one 
special needs instructor; shorten work year 
of some special needs personnel (requiring a 
collective bargaining change); delete two 
clerical positions; reduce school lunch per¬ 
sonnel; reduce compensation of most special 
needs personnel (also a collective bargaining 
agreement issue); eliminate substitutes at 
the high school on the first day of a teacher’s 
absence. 'Total savings in this area is $62,830. 

School committee member Robert Frank, 
speaking on the floor of town meeting, said, 
“A cut of $411,000 from the school budget is 
the equivalent of letting 30 teachers go. The 
altitudinal survey indicated that the town 
does not want to eliminate teachers. There is 
not five per cent that can be cut from the 
budget without severely changing the quality 
of education for our children.”

Chairman Mary Pronski emphatically 

reiterated Frank’s statement. “We cannot 
reduce that budget any more,” she told town 
meeting. 

The library trustees, in their five per cent 
reduction report, said that $23,368 would have 
to be trimmed to be within the budget cut. 

The savings in the library personal ser¬ 
vices budgets would have to come from the 
following, according to the report made 
available to town meeting members: 

No Sunday openings, no Friday evening 
openings, elimination of the town archivist’s 
salary ($4,800), reduction to one staff 
member instead of the two assigned to the 
adult circulation desk each morning, 
elimination of 23 hours a week of shelving 
books now done by six pages in both the adult 
and junior librarires, curtailment of the 
telephone reference service, recordings, art 
prints and cassettes, elimination of film 
programs, curtailment of story hours, 
halving the hours of the temporary custodian 
who helps with yardwork. 

According to the report, the library would 
have to operate on a 50 hour week schedule 
rather than the 62 to 66 hours now open and it 
would maintain only book and other printed 
materials collections, basic circulation 
services, and minimal reference service. 

The board of selectmen five per cent 
reduction report includes the not-yet-formed 
department of public works, law en¬ 
forcement, fire protection, recreation, 
executive, and all other departments. 

These budget cuts would save $122,196 but 
selectmen urged that the cuts not be made. 

Public works — The town manager’s 
budget already requested $132,964 less than 
the previous year’s budget for the depart¬ 
ments coming under the hew department of 
public works. This is a reduction of $61,374 
more than the five per cent would produce. 

Law (police, school traffic, dog control) — 
To eliminate $47,327 from this area school 
crossing guards would be eliminated at three 
crossing posts and summer school crossing 
posts would be eliminated. Further, dog 
control would be reduced from one and a half 
to one full time employee, the number of night 
sector cars would be cut from four to three for 
the 4 p.m. to midnight shift, and three one- 
man cars would replace the two two-man cars 
on patrol from midnight to 8. 

The last two suggested changes would 
require the dismissal of three police officers. 

Fire protection — To reduce this budget by 
$56,635, five firefighter positions would be 
eliminated, resulting in either closing the 
West Side station or reducing the manpower 
at the fire headquarters below the current 
ten-man crews. 

Fire prevention and inspection work, 
maintenence of the fire alarm system and in- 
house maintenence of fire equipment would 
also be eliminated or reduced. 


thus eliminating all training programs for 

present personnel and preventing new men 
not previously trained from attending basic 
training at fire academy in Stow. The 
emergency medical training would also be 
eliminated. 

Recreation — To realize a savings of 
$6,957, the playground programs, daytime 
supervision of the Packer tennis courts, and 
twilight basketball supervision would be 
eliminated. In addition, the metal shop, 
winter gym hockey and winter basketball 
programs would have to be curtailed. 

Such a cut would also necessitate reducing 
staff services to the senior citizens who 
participate in programs organized and 
coordinated by the Council on Aging and the 
recreation department. 

Executive — The reduction in this area 
would amount to $23,595. It would mean that 
the town manager would have to take on the 
function of budget and purchasing agent for 
the town, a position proposed in the town 
manager’s budget. 

The five per cent reduction report says, 
“The economies and efficiencies that might 
be achieved by having a single individual 
focus primary attention on budget and pur¬ 
chasing might well produce economies in 
other town operations that would more than 
make up for the costs incurred in this 
operation.” 

In considering the finance committee’s 
executive budget under article 3 of the 
warrant Monday night, town meeting did 
approve the creation of a budget and pur¬ 
chasing agent for the town. 

All other departments — To show a 
reduction in $49,056 in this area, there would 
need to be a reduction or elimination of 
personal services staffing in several of the 
town offices. These might include the health 
department, building, comptroller’s office, 
town clerk’s office, data processing, and 
collector-treasurer’s office. 

A motion to turn the five per cent reduc¬ 
tion report back to the finance committee for 
further study was defeated. 

Town meeting member Justin James, Jr. 
urged more time for consideration. “The 
board of selectmen had time to consider cuts. 
I’m sure they would want town meeting 
members to have the same time to consider 
the cuts.” 

John A. Cheever, who made the motion, 
said he was “frustrated” by the report. “I 
had high hopes we would have it early enough 
to study it,” he said. 

John Sullivan, speaking for selectmen, 
and Anthony Pelletier, chairman of the 
FinCom, both urged that town meeting 
consider the report now. 

The motion to give the report to the Fin¬ 
Com for evaluation was defeated 60-91. 

Having heard the report on the five per 
cent reduction, town meeting completed

Get off your axis 

If, as town counsel says, the requirement that reports be in the hands of 
town meeting members in sufficient time to allow them to study them and 
act intelligently on the articles they concern, is only tradition rather than 
law, then perhaps it should be law. 

Town meeting member Arthur Hewis contends that it is a law that such 
reports be in the hands within a prescribed time prior to town meeting, and 
cites chapter and verse to support his contention. 

Whether he is right or not is a moot question at the moment, but the 
principle that he raises is not. 

That is what the town meeting members cannot possibly be sufficently 
well informed by reports they received Monday night and be expected to 
come back within the next few nights, or even a week or more later, and act 
intelligently In the best interests of the town they represent. 

For most town meeting members, we dare to say, much of the in¬ 
formation that surfaced in reports that were received by the meeting 
Monday is new. 

It is not fair to them to expect them to take the reports they received, go 
home and study them for a few days (with no one around to answer any 
questions they might like to ask), then to return to town meeting and be 
expected to conduct an informed debate —as the by-laws require that they 
do now. 

Which leads to another problem: 

There has been much concern that town meeting sessions are relen¬ 
tlessly long and drawn out. But no wonder. They should be long and drawn 
out in view of the lack of prior information in the hands of the members. In 
fact, it is a kind of tribute to them that they do have such staying power that 
they stick with it to the sometimes boring end. 

Obviously it is too late to do something about this for the current town 
meeting. But it is not too late to start thinking about what can be done about 
future meetings. 

In this regard, The Star feels that series of information meetings be held, 
sponsored perhaps by various boards during the preparation of their 
reports. We will not concern ourselves with the mechanics Involved, so long 
as we express our view that it is imperative to the best interests of the town 
and its citizens that something be done. Maybe the League of Women Voters 
could participate in a meaningful way. 

The town fathers owe it to the townspeople to see to it that the officials 
they have elected to serve them are as well informed as it is humanly 
possible to be informed. The alternative is to longer, and longer, and longer, 
and longer. . . town meetings. And even that is no guarantee that they'll get 
the job done right. —J.R.S. 


In memoriam 

In the days of our youth, our very early youth, this was the time of year 
when grammar schools held assemblies in honor of Memorial Day. Always, 
there were the inevitable Civil War vets. Uniformed, ancient men, white 
haired and usually mustachioed relics of a time gone by, a time young kids 
could only have briefly touched upon in their history lessons. 

With predictable regularity, there was always the faithful reading of a 
proclamation from the head of state (usually the governor) and the in¬ 
tonations of the summons to honor the memory of the fallen heroes of all of 
the nation’s wars. 

If you are young, and wonder now as we did then what it’s all about, it is 
simply this: 

Whatever you do on Monday, May 31, Memorial Day, to honor the 
memory of men and women who laid down their lives in behalf of their 
nation, either a nation at war or at peace, whatever homage you offer, 
either in thought, word or deed, it is enough - yet it is not enough. 

In stating that it is enough, we mean that if you do pause to pay tribute, 
you will be fulfilling the meaning of the day, a day in memory of our 
departed brethren. But in so doing, nothing we the living can do will ever 
repay, either materially or spiritually, what they have done for us. 

Theirs, after all, was the supreme sacrifice. The ultimate, the grand 
superlative. Everything else is less, and nothing is more. 

If you have a mind to do so, you can participate in the Memorial Day 
parade here Monday. It will be small, as parades go, but its meaning is 
clear. Honor the memory of the departed. It isn’t much to ask. Is it? — J.R.S.

Poor turnout 

EDITOR OF TIIE STAR: 

Accountability and general criticism of 
teachers is a fact of life in most communities, 
including Winchster. However, it is about 
time someone asks for accountability of the 
community. 

Last Thursday evening an opportunity was 
provided at the high school for parents of 
juniors to meet with their son or daughter’s 
guidance counselor. The purpose of the 
meeting was to discuss post-secondary 
planning, to outline procedures and to explain 
the role of the student, parent, and counselor 
in the process of such planning. Individual 
letters were sent to each parent inviting them 
to this meeting. 

In my case I am the counselor for ap¬ 
proximately 90 juniors mlphabetically I) 
through J). Only 12 parents attended and 
many of them had been through the process in 
the past with older children! Where wore the 
others???? 

Perhaps those that didn’t attend already 
know all there is to know about post 
secondary planning: if that is the case I 
applaud them and feel encouraged. However, 
without this knowledge I am left to speculate 
about the possibility that a large number of 
parents just aren’t that interested (overall 
last Thursday, only 56 families out of a 
potential of 400 were represented!» in their 
child’s future. I feel very uncomfortable 
about being put in the position of trying to 
make sense out of such a low turnout: I do not 
like to make assumptions and judgments. 

I personally did not mind giving up my 
free time and driving in from Boston: I en 
joyed meeting with those parents who came. 
Yet I am certain that if this opportunity were 
not provided (for parents of juniors) the 
guidance department would be held ac¬ 
countable and subjected to criticism. Such a 
poor turnout from parents of my juniors is 
confusing and somewhat personally and 
professionally insulting.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I am one senior citizen who has become 
thoroughly convinced of the need for a new 
senior citizens’ center here in Winchester. 
Because of that conviction I have become 
deeply committed to the task of raising the 
money necessary to bring it into existence. I 
have spoken to many people face to face, and 
have also called many people on the 
telephone, soliciting their contributions to our 
building fund. 

Most of the responses have been entirely 
favorable to our cause. Many have con¬ 
tributed what they could, and even those who 
were unable to contribute, for one reason or 
another, said that they would like to con¬ 
tribute if ever conditions changed 

But there were some few who did not wish 
to contribute, and said so. They explained 
that they felt that such a center was not 
needed, in the first place, and that the one we 
propose to build was far too expensive, in the 
second place. 

I don’t know any other way, or any better 
way, that I can answer the objections of these 
good people than through the medium of a 
letter to our local newspaper. I write this 
letter, then, as a private citizen who hopes, 
hereby, to persuade these good people that 
they, too, should contribute toward the suc¬ 
cess of our town-wide undertaking. 

The gist of the matter is that, up until 
about three years ago, absolutely nothing was 
ever done for the benefit of the senior citizens, 
as a group, here in Winchester. Three years is 
a realitvely short time, but much has been 
accomplished in that brief interval. We now 
have a membership of about 3,000 elderly. We 
publish a News Letter monthly. We conduct 
blood pressure clinics, we conduct classes in 
arts and crafts, we sponsor bus rides, bowling 
groups, bridge games, and other forms of 
recreation. We give assistance in tax matters, 
we arrange for shut-ins to get rides to the 
doctor, dentist, or whatever. We arrange, or 
help arrange, for monthly dinners at the 
various churches We have a hot-lunch 
program ut the C.C.U. These are only u few of 
the activities which are coordinated through 


our central office, and the fact is that we have 
entirely outgorwn our present temporary, 
borrowed quarters. We desperately need 
quarters of our own. with no steps < there are 
18 up and down, where we are now * 

So we have planned a new center that is to 
be built at private expense, on land donated 
by the town for that purpose and then turned 
back to the town when it is built The building 
which we propose to put up will be a sound 
and solid one. which we are certain will en 
dure and serve the town’s elderly for many 
decades. - perhaps 5(1 or maybe 75 years, 
who knows. 

As I have said elsewhere, divide $300,000. 
which we propose to raise, by the present 
membership of 3,000 (and growing! > and then 
divide the quotient again by 50. the number of 
years we expect it to last, and the result is 
that the expensive building will actually cost 
but $2.(><) per senior citizen, per year, during 
the life of the building, (a dog tag costs a 
dollar more, these days! > . 

In conclusion let me say that we intend to 
pul the center up. come what may, with or 
without the help of these good people, but we 
wish to assure them that they will still be 
welcome there, whether they have con¬ 
tributed or not. We wish that they would pitch 
in and help, but the choice is entirely theirs, 
one way or the other.

The problem that has not been solved is 
the paving of the back parking lot Tedesco 
savs he can’t do it. although he assured the 
selectmen he would two years ago 

I haven't got the money.” he said over 
and over The economy is bad and when it 
takes an upswing. Tedesco wants to pave 

Meanwhile il there’s a little rain or snow, 
the I jack lot becomes a mudflat and totally 
unsuitable for parking. That means the 
people going to hockey games park up and 
down the side streets. Cross street. River 
street, anywhere they can. 

Neighbors have been complaining a long 
time about the screeching cars at all hours, 
the obscene language from kids hanging 
around alter hours, and the litter they leave 
on doorsteps and in yards. 

Sullivan pointed out that the whole area of 
town near the Woburn line has suffered 
recently from problems resulting from 
Woburn’s expansion in that area. 

•These problems at the rink are miniscule 
m comparison to the complaints we’ve had 
about 500 trucks a day bombing through the 
Holton street area.” he told the group, which 
included a couple of residents who came to 
speak in favor of granting a license renewal 
lor the rink. 

Meanwhile, selectmen have decided to 
think about what to do here a little longer. 
They don’t want to put anyone out of business, 
Sullivan symmed up, yet they have to respect 
the rights of the abutters.

1 h teaspoon 
cinnamon and one teaspoon cornstarch, 
slowly beating in ’ i cup each orange juice and 
oloroso sherry and one teaspoon brandy. Beat 
in egg yolk. Cook, stirring constantly until 
thickened and smooth. 

For topping, whip one cup heavy cream 
until stiff.

Dr. Morion Newman, director of The 
Mystic Vllav Comprehensive Community 
Mental Health Center Association. Inc. 
reported on the progress of the center and 
growth of new programs during the past year. 
He noted that this progress has been made in 
spite of the State budget and personnel hiring 
freeze problems of the past year. He em¬ 
phasized the vitality of branch clinic 
programs including increased consultation to 
community agencies and augmented 
retardation services. Dr. Newman also 
elaborated on Crisis Intervention and the 24 
hour emergency services now provided as 
well as the expanded Day Treatment 
Program located in Arlington. He expressed 


the hope of further development of alter¬ 
native to hospitalization. 

Frank Donnelly, president of the area 
board introduced Dr Williamn I. Malamund. 
assistant commissioner of mental health 
services of the department of mental health 
who shared the department’s priorities and 
direction, and Dr. Phyllis Silverman, director 
of research and evaluation at Mystic Valley, 
who presented an historical overview of 
community mental health and a critical 
review of its efficacy. 

Dr. Malamud’s praise for the high quality 
of care now made more accessible to all the 
citizens of the five town area was a most 
encouraging statement to those board and 
staff members who have worked so long to 
achieve the adult outpatient, emergency, and 
day treatment programs He emphasized the 
future responsibility of the Department of 
mental health as one of standard setting and 


monitoring more than that of providing 
services. 

Dr. Silverman drew attention to the im 
portant mental health research findings 
dating back to the war years of the 1940's 
when it was found that battle fatigue was best 
treated if soldiers cou' * get back into the field 
quickly. She noted the» npotance of setting up 
community mental health services outside 
the hospital network and spoke about 
prevention and the growth of consumer input 
and collaboration, e ing her talk with the 
contribution tha' computers will make during 
this decade to the analysis of how best to treat 
mental illness.

He will be 
tootling on “Sven’' his antique, rose painted, 
upright tuba, and will be followed by the band 
and a large group of the town’s elders and 
their friends who are eager to show (heir 
support for the much needed center which is 
designed to consolidate senior activities in the 
downtown area

“When the Saints Go Marching In." and up

There is apparently a small group of 
students who are frustrating efforts of the 
school administration and other students to 
deal with vandalism and related problems in 
and around the high school. 

Principal Vincent Larocco reported to the 
school committee Tuesday night that despite 
enforcement of school rules, suspensions, 
court actions, and student-run programs, the 
problem is still a serious one. 

Several residents of the area around the 
school, responding to a recommendation from 
Superintendent William MacDonald to alter 
the present parking system at the school, 
complained of daily disruption and physical 
danger from cars moving often at high speed, 
in and out of the area. 

Larocco’s report lists the number of in¬ 
cidents reported by month and outlines the 
steps the administration has taken in an effort 
to control the situation. The number of in¬ 
cidents reported breaks down as follows: 

September. 10; October, 18; November, 
11; December. 7; January. 10; February, 11; 
March, 19; April. 12; and so far in May, not 
including several recent events 3. 

The report states: “In going through the 
reports the only conclusion that I might make 
is that it appears— and 1 repeat it appears— 
that the incidents reported are now smaller in 
their costs to repair there may be a subtle 
shift occuring from the high visibility items 
such as an outside window to low visibility 
items such as cutting of the hose of a fire 
extinguisher." 

Larocco indicated in his report that there 
was some improvement in the atmosphere in 
the school and the attitudes of many students 
and faculty. 

However, he said social and disciplinary 
efforts seemed to have little el feet on a smail 
core of students who appeared to be involved 
in the more serious forms of vandalism. "The 
rules have been forced to the point they can be 
enforced." said Larocco. “and the ultimate 
end action < i e expulsion) is not taking place 
lor a variety of reasons " 

"I'm beginning to think maybe American 
education really has failed should all kids he 
in school?" he continued, noting, that such

conclusions went against his own 
“philosophical grain.” 

The number of times students are caught 
in the act is "virtually negligible" according 
to the principal. Suspensions are more of a 
status symbol than a deterrent to the problem 
students; attempts to deal with repeated 
offenders through Chapter 76fi programs, 
which are voluntary, have proven futile; and 
court actions require an airtight case: 
Larocco said these efforts have resulted only 
in frustration. 

And a further result is a very real fear of 
retaliation: both assistant principals have 
had their cars damaged, and neighbors in the 
high school area have been intimidated and 
had property repeatedly destroyed. 

School Committee Member Robert Frank 
reacted by saying that "expulsion is the 
ultimate expression that the school system 
has failed." Hut Frank indicated that if a 
particular individual is disrupting the 
educational progress of other students, the 
committee may well have to admit the 
failure. 

There was strong sentiment in the com¬ 
mittee that a return to the seven period day 
should be considered in order to cut back oil 
the free time allowed to students. The com 
mittee voted 3-2 (with Frank and Cathx 
Fallon opposed) to consider the issue at their 
next meeting. 

Students reacted by emphasizing that free 
time is not the problem, and that those in 
dined to commit acts of vandalism would not 
be deterred by the change to a seven period 
schedule. 

One parent suggested that at least a pari ol 
any solution should he aimed al Ihe lamilx 
lives ol Ihose few who purposefulR deslruci 
properly and threaten others al school The 
parent indicated that perhaps a social worker 
could In* brought in to deal w ith the problems 

Superintendent Mac I tonald recommended 
lo the committee that students he required to 
park in the lot near Skillings road in order to 
alleviate traflic problems on Nelson street 
behind the high school, lie indicated that his 
proposal would not he very effective unless 
the administration were allowed to tow of¬ 
fenders Irom school property. He said he is 
awaiting a legal opinion from tow n counsel on 
the matter. 

Residents Irom the Nelson street area 
insisted that the access lo school parking lots 
Irom behind I he school he blocked oi l and the 
traffic redirected to the Iron! of the school.

There was some indication that the same 
core group of students involved in the van¬ 
dalism were the ones causing problems 
behind the high school after school hours. 

The residents asked that their names be 
withheld, for fear of retaliation. They cited 
several incidents in which individuals 


complaining, either to the administration or 
to the police, had subsequently been in¬ 
timidated and had property damaged. 

They pleaded with the school committee 
and the administration to take action before 
any of the residents or their children were 
seriously injured in the daily traffic behind 
the school. 


Parents and the WE A pave the 
way for the Metric System here 


Sooner or later every American will have 
to learn the metric system. Girls and boys in 
elementary schools today will graduate into a 
metric world, and schools are helping them to 
get ready. The Winchester Education 
Association and parents are "going metric”. 
The teachers in Winchester sponsored a 
series of workshops for parents and teachers 
in metric conversion. Mr Brent Jackson of 
the Educational Department of the Museum 
of Science was the workshop leader. 

While any intelligtnt child can learn and 
carry in his mind the whole metric system in 
about three lessons, any adult can master the 
system in one ot two hours of serious study. 

Metrics is so simple and logical that it is 
not surprising its use is almost universal. 
"Everything is built on blocks of 10, 1(H) and 
1.000. To multiple or divide, you merely shift 
the decimal point. As an example, the Celsius 
temperature scale uses zero as the freezing 
point. 100 the boiling point. Metrics will get a 
bit of getting used to — for instance, for 
women whose dress size jumps from 12 to 40 

but it won’t take long” says Mr. Jackson. 

Well over 90 percent of the world's 
population now uses the metric system, which 
has been around since 1970 when it was 
created by the French Academy of Sciences. 
The WEA. Winchester Education Association 
stresses that the conversion period should not 
take too long, and all teachers, students, and 
citizens of Winchester should eventually be 
“inching” into metrics. 

Broad scale involvement of groups and 
individuals in the conversion process was the 
goal of the Winchester Teachers, and ad¬ 
ditional workshops will be offered for in¬ 
terested adults. The only requirement is that 
they be residents of Winchester. Adults in¬ 
terested in participating in a Metric

Town could face big fines 
in transfer station project 


Town Manager Thomas J. Groux told The 
Star Tuesday that unless Salem Engineering 
Co. of Methuen can build the EPA-ordered 
transfer station to replace the town’s in¬ 
cinerator before the 120 days of the contract 
expire August 19. the to may be subject to 
fines amounting to $25,000 a day. 

Work on the transfer station, ordered by 
the EPA to replace the polluting incinerator 
now in use. did not begin until April 20. The 
original timetable mandated by the EPA set 
March 1 as the date construction was to 
begin. 

The enforcement division of the local 


branch of the EPA requested a status report 
from the town, answering questions regar¬ 
ding the timetable. 

The delay came about because the original 
engineering plans did not comply with 
Winchester’s zoning by-laws. Relocation and 
redesign of the plans were necessary. In 
addition, no bids were received for conveyor 
and weight scale equipment. New bids had to 
go out for this equipment. 

If the contractor can build the transfer 
station in 90 days, as has been done before 
according to Groux. the date for completion 
will be closer to July 19. The original date 
scheduled was July 1.

A body of beautiful, 
shimmering blue wauer in 
the backyard is the near¬ 
perfect complement to the 
multi-colored array of 
flowers, trees and lush ex¬ 
panses of green lawn. 

Whether it’s a small gar¬ 
den pool for goldfish, a 
bubbling waterfall or a 
full-sized swimming pool, 
careful planning is re¬

“The whole secret of 
pool aesthetics,” says NSPI 
president Ira Rigger, a 
pool builder himself in the 
Baltimore area, "is to plan 
for the pool as far in ad¬ 
vance as possible. 

"By selecting the size 
and 'basic design of the 
pool, other landscaping 
and fencing requirements 
can then be accomplished 
while a family waits for 
its budget to catch up with 
its dream.” 

Rigger points out that 
this kind of planning will 
not only make a better 
looking backyard some¬ 
day, but may save money. 

"Looking ahead to con¬ 
struction requirements,” 
he says, "will keep the 
major investment in 
plants relatively safe.” 

Rigger adds that pool 
builders welcome the op¬ 
portunity of consulting on 
the landscaping plans 
because they can offer 
commonsense advice on 
construction requirements 
and on what types of 
plants do well around a 
pool and yet don’t cause 
maintenance problems in 
the pool operation. 


What in your garden 
brings the first glimmer 
of spring? Could it be your 
lawn? 

Deep within the blue- 
grass crowns new leaves 
have been forming all 
through winter. The earli¬ 
est ones poke out ahead of 
Crocus. Those virgin leaves, 
brazenly defying weather, 
are a thing of beauty. The 
boat-shaped tips, the 
gracefully arched contour, 
the fresh color (contrast¬ 
ing so with winter-singed 
has-been foliage), prom¬ 
ises elegance to come. 

Later, of course, when 
mowing starts, leaf tips 
get clipped off; but lawn- 


grasses, being what they 
are, continue to produce 
new tissue from below, 
making unexcelled ground 
cover. 

If you time yourself 
carefully, you can get the 
jump on spring by a week 
or more according to the 
Lawn Institute. This one 
time of the year only, low 
mowing — down to scalp¬ 
ing level at about Vi" — re¬ 
moves scorched and spent 
old leaves. 

The loss will not weaken 
the grass, for these leaves 
were destined to become 
humus anyway. But the 
new shoots do show better 
with the old stuff out of 


the way! Sun penetrates, 
warming the turf. Life 
stirs deep in the sod, and 
fresh growth charges 
ahead. 

Many of the new lawn- 
grass varieties are bred 
for an extended growing 
season. They are real 
beauties in spring. Fine 
fescues are always great 
in cool weather. And most 
of the Rutgers bluegrasses 
are cold weather stalwarts. 

Indeed, any of these 
hardy lawn species (bent- 
grasses and perennial ryes, 
as well as bluegrasses and 
fescues) are likely to sig¬ 
nal spring before anything 
else in the yard.

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‘Proper’diel 
essential to 
a lush lawn 

A good fertilization and 
liming program will do 
more toward getting and 
keeping a lawn to be proud 
of than any other manage¬ 
ment practice, according 
to The Fertilizer Institute, 
Washington, D.C. 

Fertilization is an essen¬ 
tial part of an overall 
management program in¬ 
cluding proper mowing, ir¬ 
rigation or water control, 
weed and thatch control 
and insect and disease 
protection. 

For proper growth, grass 
plants require adequate 
supplies of many nutri¬ 
ents, some in minute 
quantities. But calcium, 
nitrogen, phosphorus, 
(phosphate) and potassi¬ 
um in relatively large 
quantities are essential. 

Calcium is necessary for 
cell and root formation 
and general plant vigor. 
In addition, calcium in 
limestone Increases the 
availability of plant nu¬ 
trients and the activity 
of soil micro-organisms 
through its effect on soil 
reaction (acidity or alka¬ 
linity of the soil). 

Nitrogen Is necessary 
for general growth and for 
good green color. Phos¬ 
phorus helps develop deep, 
healthy roots. Potassium 
is vital to many plant 
physiological processes 
and promotes disease re¬ 
sistance and hardiness. 

A properly fed lawn is 
better able to withstand 
drought, has less weeds, 
is more resistant to insect 
and disease injury, and 
has a pleasing green color. 


Backyard gardeners*guide 


At present there are at 
least 35 million “backyard” 
gardeners in the U.S. 

Three to five million 
new gardeners are pre¬ 
dicted to emerge on the 
scene in 1976 — the major¬ 
ity being rank amateurs. 
Millions annually, arc 
finding that having their 
own garden to supplement 
food budgets and bring 
tasty, fresh vegetables to 
the table is not an impos¬ 
sible job. 

Growing vegetables Is 
not a complicated affair 
if the soil is reasonably 
fertile, sunlight is ample 
and water is available. Re¬ 
liable seeds and hardy 
plants are a must; plan¬ 
ning, planting, patience 
and a little bit of luck arc 
needed. 

The continuing increase 
in seed volume and distri¬ 
bution is an indication 
that people are enlarging 
their existing gardens, as 
well as the fact that mil¬ 
lions start gardening, an¬ 
nually for the first time. 

It is essential to educate 
the new gardener to insure 
his success. Three to five 
million new "backyard” 
gardeners are foreseen to 
emerge in 1976. All of 
whom will be looking for 
help to insure success. 

The first years concen¬ 
trated efforts on planning 
is essential. Northrup 
King has devised a "basic 
vegetable garden" show¬ 
ing how you can grow 13 
popular vegetable varie¬ 
ties in a garden measur¬ 
ing only 12 x 15 feet. 

All indications predict 
continuing interest in gar¬ 
dening and an even bigger 
year around the corner.

proved color and foliage 
and stronger stems, ac¬ 
cording to Dow Chemical 
U.S.A., a major producer 
of Epsom. 

Growing season data 

While Dow calls the 
results "preliminary” 
because the data covers 
one growing season, mem¬ 
bers of the American Rose 
Association who partici¬ 
pated in the stiffly agreed 
that monthly treatments 
with small amounts (about 
4 tablespoons sprinkled 
and watered into roots) 
was beneficial depending 
on soil conditions, climate 
and other growing factors. 
No one in the test group 
reported detrimental 
effects, and the 28 par¬ 
ticipating rose growers 
wanted to repeat the test 
the next year. 

Dramatic results 

One grower reported 
dramatic results with hy¬ 
brid Masterpiece tea roses 
growing side by side. Late 
in the summer, one bush 
which had received no sup¬ 
plemental Epsom feeding 
was approximately 30 
inches high, had produced 
four basal breaks, ex¬ 
hibited quite sparse leaves 


and small blooms and 
buds. 

KnlhusiuMic reports 

Its companion which re¬ 
ceived five monthly appli¬ 
cations of Epsom salt 
beginning April 1st, had 
six basal breaks, dense 
deep foliage, long strong 
stems and was 42 inches 
tall. 

Reports from around the 
country were similarly en¬ 
thusiastic. A Boston mem¬ 
ber of the American Rose 
Society wrote: "Most of 
the bushes have responded 
well showing good healthy 
foliage, strong stems, good 
size blooms with excellent 
color." 

There have been reports 
of Epsom salt benefltting 
other plants as well as 
roses, such as azaleas and 
certain other flowering 
annuals. 

Regional response* 

Dow researchers feel 
that plants grown in 
regions with low amounts 
of magnesium in the soil 
respond most dramatically 
to Epsom salt. Magnesium 
is a central substance of 
the plant chlorophyll re¬ 
sponsible for the green 
color in foliage. 

Without magnesium, 
lack of chlorophyll causes 
leaves to become lighter 
in color and less efficient 
in a plant’s nutritive pro¬ 
cess. The result is a less- 
than-robust plant with 
smaller blooms. 

Epsom salt is generally 
available in drug stores. 
Some plant nurseries and 
garden shops of depart¬ 
ment stores arc reported 
to carry the product as it 
becomes better known as a 
plant food.
